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Lonpon, Dec. 1—The Jura fox has 
‘Aoubled on his pursuers. Having apparently 
consented to resignation, and even fixed a day 
for it, President Grévy now turns around and 
says things have changed, and that he has con- 
cluded not to resign after all. At first sight, 
considering the fury and bitterness of the uni- 
versal demand for his retirement a few days 
ago, this would seem to be an impossible game 
to play, but mirabile dicitu, the very mob which 
was last week in a frenzy of wrath against the 
occupant of the Elysée is now bursting its lungs 
on the boulevards with shouts of * Vive Grévy!” 
This strange transformation, so wholly Celtic, 
fs due to the fear that if President Grévy is 
driven ont the hated Ferry will succeed him. 
To the Parisian mob, fed for years on the raw 
meat of Henri Rochefort’s hatred, even Wilson 
himself would be preferable to Ferry, and ac- 
cordingly La Lanterne, which has been the most 
frantic opponent of Grévy heretofore, now in- 
gists thathe had better remainin power. M. 
‘Dérouléde has declared the same thing, and is 
managing the riotous crowd which is now howl- 
ing outside the Palais Bourbon. 

But in the Chamber of Deputies there is a very 
small and insignificant contingent who will tol- 
erate the idea of Grévy’s thus trifling with the 
dignity of his office and Parliament. MM. 
Pessard, Granet, Michelin, and Laguerre are 
the mostimportant of the little groun of Depu- 
ties who have been agitating in favor of Grévy’s 
retention. 

Dérouléde is shouting, “ Vive Grévy! Vive 
Boulanger!” This alone suffices to show the 
unnatural and impossible nature of the volie 
face he and his fellow-Extremists are attempt- 
ing, Grévy has become so hysterically weak 
during the crisis that he is clutching at the help 
of the very men who brought him to the present 
pass, and whom a month ago he would not will- 
ingly have spoken to. 

The peremptory action of the Chamber of 
Deputies in voting the order of the day 
by 581 to 3, that it awaits President 
Grévy's promised resignation, was a telling 
counter-move by the politicians against the 

‘President if it has had effect, for to-night’s 
news is that Grévy now sees the hopelessness 
of his position and will to-morrow resign. This 
is still not certain, for M. Rouvier could tell the 
Chamber nothing more definite than that the 
President would then make known his decision, 
whatever it might be. 

There are big crowds out on the chief streets 
and there seems tobe the making of quitea 
demonstration in the vicinity of the Elysée, but 
the police and the Garde Répuplique apparent- 
ly have control of the crowds, which they are 
not delicate about dispersing. 

There was rather an ugly scene in the Rue de 

ivoli, where Dérouléde and Louise Miche! were 
arrested for a few minutes, but the mob was 
reughly driven into the side streets by 
mounted Gardes. Thus far there are no signs 
of the organized violence of Paris of evil mem- 
ory.

FORCING GREVY’S HAND. 
THE PRESIDENT PROMISES TO SEND IN 
A MESSAGE TO-DAY. 

Pants, Dec. 1.—President Grévy this fore- 
noon informed the Ministerial Council that, in 
View of the changein the situation, he did not 
propose to make a communication to Parlia- 
meutte-day. Heinformed M. Rouvier that he 
believed that public opinion was now in his 
favor and that he could form a new Cabinet. 

When the Chamber of Deputies assembled, M. 
Rouvier announced that the President had re- 
ronsidered his decision to send a message to the 


Chamber containing his resignation, and_there- 
fore the Cabinet had again resigned. The an- 
nouncement of the action of the Ministry was 
grected with continued applause by the members 
of the Left. 

M. Ricard, President ef the Left groups, 
moved that the sitting be suspended. The mem- 
bers of the Right and the Extreme Left wur- 
mured at this propusal. and M. Cuneo d’Oruano 
exclaimed, * Dissolution would be preferabie !” 

The Chamber of Deputies took a recess until 
4P.M. Great! crowds surrounded the lefgisla- 
tive building, but they were orderly. 

When M. Kouvier left the Chamber he proceed- 
ed to the Puiace of the Elysée, and had a coun- 
ference with the President. ltis reported that 
M. Fiourenus is trying to form a Cabinet, 

The Chamber reassembled at 4 P. M., but a 
further recess was taken until 6 o’clock. ‘The 
Sevate took a recess until § o’clock.

The adjournment of the Chamber of Deputies 
until 6 o'clock was the result of a conference 
bei ween the four Republican groups, who unani- 
mously agreed to adopt an order of the day 
Getiaring that the Chamber, awaiting the com- 
munication promised by the President, would 
adjourn until 6 o’clock. When tbe session 
Wus resumed at 4 o’clock the order was 
subrmoitied and met with applause trom both the 
Left aud the Centre. It was carried by a vote 
of 531 against 3. M. Rouvier then returned to 
the palace to communicate to M. Grévy the re- 
sult of the vote. It is reported that when he in- 
formed M. Grévy that the sitting was suspended 
the President replied that the Ministers, having 
resigned, couid not be charged with any com- 
munication to the Chamber. M. Rouvier bas 
freely expressed the opinion that the President 
wili only resign under pressure of a hostile

VESSELS DRIVEN ASHORE. 


WRECKED BY A HEAVY GALE, BUT NO 
LIVES LOST. 

CHATHAM, Mass., Dec. 1.—A heavy north- 
east gale prevailed all night, ard still continues 
with no signs of abating. There is a very rough 
sea outside and on the snoals, and the blinding 
snow squalls allow only occasional observations 
to{be made. An unknown schooner has been 
sighted ashore between the Pollock Rip and 
Shovelful Shoal Lightship, with her sails blown 
away. It will be impossible to get her name 
while the storm, which is the most severe thus 
far of the season, lasts. The weather is very 


cold and those on board the schooner must be 
suffering, as the wateris flying all over her and 
freezing. 


SANDWICH, Mass., Dec. 1.—The vessel 
ashore off East Sandwich is the brigantine Ribe- 
ria, Capt. Bradiey, from St. John, New-Bruns- 
wick, for New-York, loaded with laths and pil- 
ing, and consigued to Scammell Brothers, of 
New-York. The Riberia left St. John Tuesday 
morning last and arrived in Cape Cod Bay early 
this morning, at which time a fearful northeast- 
erly gale, accompanied by snow, prevailed. So 
severe was the storm that the shore was not 
seen till the vessel struck, this happening at 3 
A. M., about six miles north of Barnstable light. 
The Captain supposed he was outside of the 
cape, and probably mistook this light for the 
Highland hght. The crew of eight men were 
saved,and are quartered at Barnstable Light- 
house. The Riberia’s keel is broken and there is 
considerable water in her hold, and it is feared 
she will go to pieces. It is hoped, however, to 
save her cargo. 


Sautt Ste. Marie, Mich., Dec. 1.—The 
steamer Alberta arrived this morning and re- 
ports the missing steamer Cogebic ashore in 
Jacktish Bay with no prospect of being released 
this Winter.

ception of Lehich ** scab” coal has been avoided. 
The 25 carsthat had been side-tracked in the 


suburbs of this city since Monday were to-day 
delivered to the consignees by the Reading em- 
ployes, under instructions from their committee, 
who had been convinced by Geueral Manager 
McLeod of the legal necessity of delivering the 
coal to escape prosecution. All cause for alarm 
has been removed, and itis thought that the 
Reading freight hands will not in future at- 
tempt tointercept any more ‘: scab” coal sent 
down from the interdicted Lehigh region.

THE RUSSO-GERMAN FORGERIES. 
MORE REVELATIONS MADE—THE RUS- 
SIAN PRESS ORDER DISOBEYED. 

BERLIN, Dec. 1.—The Cologne Gazette to- 
day returns to its forgery revelations. It states 
that a letter purporting to have: been written 
by Prince Henry of Reuss, the German Ambas- 
sador at Vienna, is a forgery. The letter, it 
says, Was among the documents which Count 
Schonuvaloff, by order of the Czar, submitted for 
the inspection of Prince Bismarck. The Prince 
of Reuss denies having any knowledge of the 
letter. 

The North German Gazette, in the course of a 
political review, says: ‘‘ By reproducing ver- 
batim characteristic passages of articles in the 
Russian press we enable Germans to see that 
up to the present time not evena transitory ef- 
fect of the recent admonition to observe moder- 
ation is perceptible in one of the Russian 
papers.” 

The North German Gazetle confirms the report 
that Prince Bismarck wrote to Count Schouva- 
loff, the Russian Ambassador, asking for an 
audience with the Czar, and adds: **‘ Thatis the 


customary procedure, The Chancellor would 
have laid himself open to the charge of neglect 
had he omitted seeking an audience with an 
honored guesc of the Emperor in the usual man- 
ner. He had to fultill a duty of honor, while the 
Czar was atliberty to grant or refuse an audi- 
ence.’ 


Moscow, Dec. 1.—Despite the order to 
the press of Russia not to attack Germany, the 
newspapers continue to print hostile criticisms 
on the disclosures made regarding the interview 
between the Czar and Prince Bismarck. They 
say thatif Bismarck is correct in stating that 
Russian officials misled the Czar, all such offi- 
cials should be dismissed, and, on the other 
hand, if the statement is untrue or is not proved, 
the German Ambassador ougat immediately to 
receive his passport. 


St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 1.—The Ministry 
asked the Czar whether, in view of the political 
situation, it would be desirable to hold an edu- 
cational congress in 1888 or to postpone it to 
1890. The Czar replied that it could be held 
next year. He said the political outlook was 
satisfactory and there was no fearof new com- 
plications. 

Paris, Dec. 1.—There was a big demon- 
stration in tront of the Russian Embassay to- 
day, the crowd shouting ** Vive la Russie.” The 
police dispersed the gathering. 


GERMANY’S HOME INTERESTS. 

BERLIN, Dec. 1.—Herr Richter, in an arti- 
cle in the Freisinnige in reference to the meeting 
at Count Waldersee’s residence and Dr. Stocker’s 
connection with the mission of the town of 
Berlin, reminds his readers that Dr, Stocker had 
combined his anti-Semitic campaign with his 
mission work to such an extent that many liberal 
church wardens had refused to allow him the use 
of their churches for the delivery of his speeches. 


A seli-official note is published, stating that the 
meeting at Count Waluersee’s had nothing to do 
with polities. 

The Reichstag to-day began debate on the 
Cereals Duties bill. Dr. von Lucius, Minister of 
Agriculture, defended the measure on the ground 
of increasing depression in agriculture. He 
said that the present duties did not afford 
sufficient protection, and that consumers 
would not suffer in consequence of the new 
duties. In the event of a bad harvest, result- 
ing in higher prices, a reduction of the duties 
would always be possible. The debate was ad- 
journed. 

There was active rebuying on the Boerse to- 
day, and foreign securities advanced % per 
cent.

TROUBLE FEARED AT THE OPENING 
OF THE ASSIZES TO-DAY. 

DUBLIN, Dec. 1.—At a meeting of the cor- 
poration to-day Lord Mayor Sullivan stated that 
his name had been omitted in the commission 
which is to open the Assizes to-morrow. He 
believed the omission to be illegal, and he in- 
tended to accompany the Judges to court. Mr. 
Sexton, High Sheriff of Dublin, said he would 
also accompany the Judges, and if Mr. Sullivan 
was refused a seat on the bench he (Mr. Sexton) 
would leave the court and would decline to 


recognize the court’s authority in any orders it 
might issue. Mr. Sexton was unanimously 
elected Lord Mayor to succeed Mr. Sullivan. In 
@ speech thanking the corporation for the honor 
conferred upon him he said thatevery day de- 
veloped new attacks upon the lives and liber- 
ties of the Irish people. The Lord Mayor ought 
to ms the unflinching organ of prevalent public 
opinion. 

Lord Mayor Sullivan to-day applied for an ad- 
journment until Monday of his second trial for 
printing reports of meetings of suppressed 
branches of the League in his paper, the Nation. 
The Crown opposed an adjournment. By mutual 
consent the case was adjourned till to-murrow. 

Edward Harrington, member of Parliament, 
was arrested to-day at Tralee for publishing in 
his newspaper reports of the proceedings of sup- 
pressed branches of the League throughout 
Kerry. He was taken before a magistrate and 
gave bail for trial. Mr. Harrington’s case will 
be heard on Monday next, After his release 
Mr. Harrington returned to his house 
and addressed the crowd that ha gath- 
ered there from a window. He defied the 
Government, saying that the authorities 
could only sentence him to six months’ imprison- 
ment, and that he would continue to publish re- 
ports of League meetings until forcibly stopped. 

Lord Hartington presided to-day at a confer- 
ence of influential Unionists, and subsequently 
started for London. He was loudly cheered 
upon his departure. Mr. Goschen remains a 
guest of the Viceroy. 

Mr. Hasle, Conservative, has been elected 
Mayor of Belfast; Mr. John O’Brien has been re- 
elected Mayor of Cork; Mr. Devereux, National- 
ist, has been chosen Mayor of Wexford. The fol- 
lowing-named gentlemen have been nominated 
for Sheriffs: At Drogheda—Messrs. O’Brien and 
Gill, members of Parliament; at Limerick— 
Messrs. O’Brien and Dillon, members of Parlia- 
ment; at Waterford—Mr. O’Brien and Mr. 
Mandeville.

POWDERLY’S SECOND LETTER.

WHAT HE SAYS ABOUT THE KICKERS 
WITHIN THE ORDER. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 1.—Saturday’s issue 
of the Journal of Uniled Labor, the official organ 
of the Knights of Laber, will contain Mr. Pow- 
deriy’s second official letter to the order on “ the 
work of knighthood,” covering three columns. 
Among other things Mr. Powderly says: 


From an organization numbering less than 10,000 
members when the first General Assembly was held, 
we have seen the Kuights of Labor grow until over 
7v0.000 men aud women claim membership at one 
time. While that vast and industrial army was 
being gathered together, while the seed was being 
sown, men who were pioneers were making 
sacrifices that the order may live in history as a 
power for good. Men good and true were blacklist- 
ed and discharged, but they uever murmured; they 
never found fault with the order, because of their 
misfortunes for the reason that they felt that it was 
theirs todo orte die. They were not working for 
self nor the present; they worked for posterity 
aud the future. When [I hear men talk of seceding 
from the organization with the threat of starting an 
improved order I fancy that they know but little of 
the trials, the dangers, and odds against which 
they will have to coutend, and I teel that 
the amount of energy to build up a new 
order if properly applied to the old one would make 
itinvineible. Itis true that in the old organization 
all who aspire cannot be officers, all who pull 
wires cannot succeed in gettin @ position, 
but it equally true that if they secede, if 
they sutceed in building up a new order, they 
only make it possible for other men to pull wires 
and aspire to the place which they continually hope 
to secure for themselves. If in the new order 
they succeed better than in the old one and 
secure Offices, they do so only to find at their 
elbows men who, like themselves, will stop at 
nothing mean or low to compass their ends. Ae- 
sassination of character bexins anew, charges of dis- 
honesty, of fraud, of betraya!, and selling out, are 
again set afloat. I do not object to honest criti- 
cism.

PARKER EXONERATED 


HE SAYS THE IROUBLE WAS 


DUE TO A MISTAKE. 
THE MEMORIAL COMMITTEE HEARS HIS 
EXPLANATION AND ACCEPTS IT—TO 
SPEAK IN PLYMOUTH. 


A meeting of the Beecher Memorial Fund 
Committee was held at the house of the Rev. Dr.' 
Charles H. Hall, on Montague-street, Brooklyn, 
yesterday afternoon, and the Rey. Dr. Joseph’ 
Parker, of London, explained his action in con-. 
nection with the proceeds of his eulogy of Mr./ 
Beecher atthe Academy of Music on Oct. 4 
When Dr. Parker arrived in the city on Wednes- 
day he telegraphed Dr. Hall to calla meeting of 
the Memorial Committee at bis house yesterday. 
afternoon at 4 o’clock, and at that hour most of 
the members were present. Dr. Parker ap- 
peared, and for nearly half an hour discussed 
the disposal of the money. 

He said in the main that the whole affair was 
& misunderstanding, caused probably by his 
own carelessness. While in London he had sup- 
posed that all the cablegrams on the subject of 
the Beecher memorial referred to the same time, 
while in reality the committee had abandoned 
the project after the failure to get Dr. Parker to 


come for June 24. They had nothing to do with 
his visit in October. There was no explanation 
when Dr. Parker arrived, and he supposed the 
offer to pay his expenses was still good. 

The explanation satistied the majority of the 
committee that Dr. Parker had labored under a 
mistaken idea all the time, and Dr. Hall, Vice- 
President Hinrichs and several others said so. 
+After considerable discussion the following res- 
olutions were adopted and a copy sent to Dr. 
Parker at the Everett House: 

kesolved, That the members of the Statue 
Fund Committee, having heard Dr. Parker upon 
the whole subject of his visit to this country 
and as to the ey, orem of his expenses out of the 
proceeds of the Beecher eulogy, fully exonerate 
him from all blame in 
difficulties have arisen by reason of 
misunderstanding due to confusion in 
the multitude of letters and cablegrams that 
were sent to him from different sources. He was 
fully justified in believing that such expenses 
would be paid, and they have, in fact, been paid 
by afriend. Theeulogy was pronounced with- 
out compensation received by Dr. Parker, and 
the committee take this opportunity of extend- 
ing to him their thanks for bis splendid tribute 
tothe memory of Mr. Beecher. They further 
express their unqualified belief that in all the 
circumstances connected with the eulogy Dr, 
Parker has conducted himself as an honorable 
gentleman and a Christian teacher.” 

At Plymouth Church ;last night there was a 
hastily called meeting‘of members of the chureh 
and society in the pariors of the church. Deacow 
Pratt presided, and‘thére were present S. V. 
White, Pastor Halliday, Dr. rush, W. C. 
Beecher,! Thomas G. Shearman, T. G. Tilney, 
Jobn T. Howard, and halfadozen ladies. The 
main feature of the meeting was the action 
of 8. V. White, who recently wroie a letter con- 
demning Dr. Parker and alleging that Plymouth! 
Church would be made. too hot for him 1f he, 
would ever return. Mr. White withdrew that 
language amid much applause, and expressed his 
pleasure at hearing that the hard feeling be- 
tween Dr. Parker and the Monument Committee 
had bsen explained away. 

Mr. Shearman also spoke renewing his offer to 
reimburse the committee for the $700 claimed 
by Dr. Parker, and several other members spoke 
briefly. The reading of the resolutions adopted 
by the Monument Committee by Mr. Halliday 
brought out applause, and a set of resolutions 
congratulating Dr. Parker upon tbe satisfactory 
conclusion of the disagreeable affair was adopt- 
ed. Theinvitation to him to preach on Sunday 
next was renewed and a project to give him 4 
rousing reception on some evening of the com- 
ing week was setin motion. Mr. Halliday was 
instructed to take charge of the affair. tix the 
date, and attend to all the details.

BALTIMORE, Dec. 1:—The Redemptorist 
Fathers of the Province of Baltimore have had 
prepared for presentation to the Pope upon the 
occasion of his golden jubilee a combination 
writing desk and boekcase. Itisa magnificent 
work of art, being a pictorial history, carved in 
wood, of the Catholic Church in America, and is!

The 
Pinta, Nina, and Santa Maria are in the distance 
on the ocean, and a@ boat filled with the dis- 
coverers is being pulled toward the shore. In 
the clouds appears the Virgin Mary, surrounded 
by angels, bestowing her blessing upon the 
safely harbored voyagers. ‘he left wall is 
adorned with a carving representative of the 
landing the first Redemptorists at New-York, 
who came from the Old Worla 340 years after 
Columbus, to labor for the cross he had planted. 
St. Alphonsus is seen in ihe heavens bestowing 
his blessing upon the new arrivals. On the 
back of the bookcase there is a rich carving 
of Pope Leo in full pontifical robes, with ex- 
tended hands blessing the members of ail the 
various religious orders, and their work of prop 
agating the faith. Beneath this are the coat of 
arms of the German Empire and Spain, remind- 
ing the beholder of the important part taken by 
the Pope as mediator between these two coun- 
tries in their dispute over the Caroline Islands.’

‘4 GOOD SHOWING MADE BY MR. 


GRAVES'S BUREAU. 
GREAT ECONOMY AND AN IMMENSE 
AMOUNT OF WORK—A LARGE IN- 
CREASE EXPECTED NEXT YEAR. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—None of the bureau 
officers of the Government has better reason to 
be proud of his annual report than Mr. FE. oO. 
Graves, Chief of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, The figures and facts presented 
are important and interesting, but they 
Searcely more than suggest the importance 
of the results obtained by the application 
pf business principles to a branch of the Gov- 
arnment service that has been conducted with 
Indifferent regard for correet principles. Dur- 
ing the year there were deiivered to the 
various departments and bureaus of the 
Government 32,652,207 sheets of sccurities, 
an increase of nearly 6,000,000 sheets 
over the quantity delivered in the preceding 
year. Of United States notes, cortificates, and 
bonds and national bank notes there were 
produced 7,184,866 sheets, representing a 
value of $138,276,200; of internal rev- 
enue stamps, 24,866,700 sheets, containing 
600,428,200 stamps; of customs stamps, 
$14,700 sheets, containing 2,650,000 stamps, 
and of miscellancous securities, 785,941 sheets. 
The checks, drafts, and similar documents and 
® part of the internal revenue stamps are de- 
Gelivered in bound books, of which 77,144 


volumes were turned out during the 
year. The estimated production, on which 
the appropriation for the year was based was 
29,532,550 sheets of securities. The actual pro- 
duction was more than 3,100,000 sheets in ex- 
cess of this estimate. This arose in part from 
the delivery, after the beginning of the fis- 
cal year. of a quantity of internal revenue 
stamps printed during the preceding year and in 

ot from the printing of more stamps and 
ewer national bank notes than was anticipated. 
As the stamps cost less than the notes, a larger 
quantity of the former than of the latter could 
be produced for a given sum. But even after 
Soother these allowances the showing is a very 
favorable one. 

The delivery of silver certificates of the de- 
nomination of one dollar, prepared under the 
actgof Aug. 4, 1886, began Sept. 20, 1886; of 
two-dollar certificates, Nov. 27, 1886, and 
of five-dollar certificates Feb. 9, 1887. 
At the end of October the deliveries of certifi- 
eates of the three denominations nad reached 
$17,944,000, of whieh $17.916,000 was in one- 
dollar certificates, $11,128,000 was in two-del- 
lar certificates, and $18,900,000 was in 
five-dollar ertificates. There were deliv- 
ered auring the year 75,052,000 in 
United States notes and certiticates 
of the denominations of $20 and under. No 
notes or certificates of a higher denomination 
were printed, although some  previousiy 

rinted were deivered to the ‘freasurer. 

‘ne «appropriations for the support . of 
the bureau for the current year 
were made in exact accordance with the esti- 
mates, except that the appropriation for com- 
sensation of employes was made in a lump sum 
ustead of preseribing the Salaries and numbers 
of the persons to be employed asrecommendedin 
the estimates. The estimates for the fiacal year 
1889 show a large il.crease over the appropriation 
for i888. This increase is dus to the greatly in- 
creased estimates mad@by the various branches 
of the Government of the quantity of se- 
eurities which they -wili require in that 
year. These estimates of the amount of 
work to be done have been adopted 
without modification as the basis of the esti- 
mates of the appropriation to be made. The 
sole function of the bureau in the matter has 
been to compute the eost of executing the 
work which the various branches of the Gov- 
ernment estimate that they will require. 
The estimates ef ths amount of work to be done 
compare as follows with the actual production 
in 1887. andthe revised estimates on which the 
appropriations for the current year were based: 

Notes and Certifieates—Actuai proéuction in 1887, 
6,472,959; estimated production in 1888, 8,500,000; 
estimated demand in i889, 11,500,000. 

National Bank Notes—Actual production in 1887,

Internal Revenue Stamps—Actual production in 
1887. 24,366,700; estimated production in 1883, 
spe, 000; estimated production in 1889, 47,140,- 


Miscellaneous—Actual prodnction in 1847, 1,100,- 
641; estimated production in 1888, 1,100,794; esti- 
mated production in 1889, 1,509,150. 

Total Number of Sheets—Actual production in 
1887, 32,652,207; estimated production in 1888, 
$4,992,794; estimated demands in i889, 51,150,050. 

The estimated demand for each class of securi- 
ties for 1889, with the exception of national 
bank notes, is greatly in excess both of the ac- 
tual produetion of 1887 and of the estimated 
production of 1888. As compared with 
the current year the inerease in the total 
quantity of securities to be printed is 16,157,256 
eheets, or more than 46 per cent. The increase 
in United States notes and certificates is 3,000,- 
000 sheets, or more than 55 per cent., and the {n- 
erease in internal revenue stamps is 12,743,000 
er more than 52 per cent. The execution ofthis 
enormous quantity of work will tax the capac- 
igy of the bureau to the utmost. Space for 
the performance of the additional work ean be 
found in the building occupied by this bureau 
only by the use of laber-saving machines in all 
the prosesses to which they are adapted. The 
estimates were accordingly made on the as- 
sumption that a large part of the additional 
printing will be done,on steam plate-priuting 
preases. 


green internal revenue stamps. During the last 
fiscal year six improved machines of this pattera 
were introduced and applied with signal suecess 
to the printing of the backs of the 
one and twojdollar silver certifieates. All the 
one-dollar backs printed since Jan. 21, 1887, and 
all of the two-doliar backs printed since April 
29, 1887, have heen printed on these premises in 
@ style fully equal to 


that of work of 
the 


same class done on the hand- 
rolier presses. The great increase since 
the beginning of the present fiscal year 
in the demand for internal revenue stamps 
has led to the purchase, within the last two 
months, of six presses with still further inm- 
provements, on which to print @ part of the 
tigar stamps. The difliculties incident to 
the introduction oft all new machinery 
had to be contended with at first, but they 
have been overeome, and a large part 
ef the stamps of this class are now being printed 
on the steam power presses. Without the aid of 
these presses, which are now in full and suc- 
cessful operation, it would have been impossible 
to meet the demands of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau for this class of work. Although these 
machines are known as “steam” presses, they 
retain all the advantages of the hand-printing 
presses. Only the purely mechanical! parts of 
the work which require power without special 
intelligence or skill are done by machinery, 
fhe ink, plates, and materials are the same 
as those used on presses operated by hand, 
while the final ‘ polishing’ of the plate, which 
ig the part of the work where intelligence and 
skill are brought into piay,is done by hand, 
precisely as by the hand press. Todo the werk 
of the next fiseal year it is proposed to intro- 
duce 12 more steam presses, increasing the num- 
ber to 31, (ineluding 1 press of the Homer Lee 
pattern,) and to retain all of the hand presses 
now inusée. fn addition, the estimates provide 
for increasing the number of hand printers by 
ll, totake the place of those who may be ab- 
sent on leave or otherwise. In this way the 
work of the bureau can be done with the great. 
6st economy of space, labor, and money. 

The annual saving from th@ use of steam 
presses will be $149,000, and the ageregate 
work performed by 210 printers working on the 
two Kinds of presses will be equal to the product 
ef the labor of at least 335 men working 
eon hand presses alone, a@ number for 
which it weuld be quite impossible to 
find room in the building, to say nothing of the 
impossibility of securing the additional number 
of competent workmen. The estimaies for 1889, 
as compared with the appropriations for the 
eurrent fiscal year, are as follows:

The increase in the appropriation asked for 
ie 2549 per cent., while the inerease in the 
work to be done is more than 40 per cent. 
As plate printing is paid for by the piece, 
its cost is governed by the work done, 
and is not a controllable item of expense, 
ex¢ept so far as power printing may be subati- 
tuted for hand printing. The quantity of ma- 
terials used is also governed by the work aane, 
The only expenditures which can be controlled 
are those for salaries and compensation of em- 
ployes. While the estimate for plate printing 
is increased 26142 per cent., and that 
for materials and miscellaneous @x- 
penses Allg per cent. as compared 
with the appropriations for those purposes for 
1888, the estimates for salaries and compensa- 
tion of employes show an increase of only 1712 
per cent. The disparity would of course be 
inuch greater but f the increased proportion 
of the work which it is proposed to execute on 
the steam presses. The entire additional force 
askea for will be actually and necessarily em- 
ployed in the various processes connected with 
he manufacture of securities. 

A comparison of the quantity of work pro- 
posed to be done in 1889 with the quantity pro- 
caueed by a like expenditure in former years 
shows agreat gainin economy. The expendi- 
tures in 1882 closely approach the estimated 
expenditures in 1889.

THE COAL 


AND WHY THEY HOLD OUT 
AGAINST THEIR MINERS. 
THE COAL BARONS POOLING THEIR IS- 

SUES TO DEFEAT THE MEN ON STRIKE 

—IMPORTING BELGIAN MINERS. 

CARBONDALE, Penn., Dec. 1.—Why are 
the poor of the great cities threatened with a 
coal famine on acceunt of the high price of an- 
thracite, while the poor of the coal fields are 
menaced by a bread famine because they can- 
not find work in the mines at living wages? 
This is a question that is constantly asked in 
these ‘‘diggings,’’ where the miners who have 
to workare taxed heavily to maintain the 22,000 
men who are idle in the Lehigh region, trying 
to make the operators of that section pay them 
“a fair day’s wages for a fair day’s work.” The 
answer to this important question lies in the 
very serious fact that the anthracite coal trade, 
inall its ramifications, is controlled by a cast- 
iron monopoly, which dictates the pendu- 
lum of prices in New-York and of wages 
in Pennsylvania. Were it not for this mo- 
nopoly there would be no strike in the Lehigh 
region and no such outrageous prices for an- 
thracite as we see quoted in the big cities. It is 
well known through all the anthracite belt that 
the Lehigh operators who are holding outagainst 
their miners in the demand for decent wages are 
tighting not only their own battles, but the bat- 
tles of the great coal kings who are running the 
market for all it is worth, and who are deeply 
interested in preventing the success of the 
Lehigh strike. The coal baronsof all Pennsyl- 
vania know thatif the thousands of workivg- 
men who are now eating the bread of idleness in 
the Lehigh region were to succeed, then success 
would be followed by strikes in other sections, 
and they are interested, therefore, in seeing that 
they do not succeed. For this reason they have 
pooled their issues and are all bearing the loss of 
the Lehigh strike between them. If the loss 


were to fall altogether ugon the local operators 
they would not stand ‘t for a month at atime 
when there is sucha g:eat demand for coal at 
fancy prices, and when the Lehigh anthracite 
would bring the highest price in the market. 
The small operators, like the Coxes and the 
Pardees and the rest, rich though they beina 
certuin sense, are but the puppets of the great 
railroad mining companies like the Lehigh Val- 
ley, the Pennsylvania, the Delaware and Hud- 
son, the Reading, and the Delaware, Lacka- 
wannaand Western corporations, and what the 
big fish dictate the minnows, as a general thing, 
will have to do. 

It seems strange that while the great coal cor- 
porations denounce organization among the 
masses of labor they practice it themselves in 
such @ manner as to let no opposition live if they 
can help it, and with a ,degree of relentlessness 
such asno mere labor association oan ever hope 
to imitate.§There is but a certain quantity of an- 
thracitecoalin Pennsylvania. The number of 
tons has been approximated by scientists, and 
every pound of this precious fuel is as mueh 
under the coutrol of the black monopoly of 
coal kings that has got possession of it as the 
silverin the United States Treasury is under 
eoutro] of the Government. The Constitution 
of the State of Pennsylvania is set at naught 
by this gigantic monopoly quite as 
much as it was and iss by that other 
infamous monopoly the Standard Oil Company, 
which defied the State to collect any taxes from 
it, because, although drawing all its wealth from 
the Keystone State, it claimed to be an Ohio in- 
stitution. Aecording to the Constitution of this 
State railroad companies are not permitted to 
mine and ship coal lest, perchance, they should 
discriminate against rival mining companies. 
How is it in real, every-day, prosaic practice? 
Simply thus: Nobody is permivted to ‘mine or 
ship coal except by the grace of the great 
railroad and mining companies, and then 
he must sell his anthracite at the mouth 
of the mine at a price to be fixed by the 
railrozd corporation whose vaseal he is. The 
individual operators are merely the vassals 
of the great coal companies, and yet becomes 
millionaires. What a profitable business this 
anthracite mining must be when even the vas- 
sal individual operators who give the lion’s 
share of the profit to the railroad company be- 
come Millionaires and petty despots! And yet 
the miners and laberers who take their lives in 
their hanas every dayand every night they enter 
their black workshops are paid barely enough to 
keep body and soul together, The couditions in 
the Lehigh regiou were the harshest to be found 
anywhere. There the company house and the 
pluek-me store and the bleed-me doctor flourish 
at their best, and the wonder is that peopie so 
trodden in the dust had the spirit to rebel against 
their taskmasters and cry out against the griey- 
ous wrongs inflicted upon them. 

The latest news of the Lehigh strike received 
here is that 2,000 Belgian miners have been em- 
ployed in the old country to come to this coun- 
try for the purpose of working the mines of 
Eckley B. Coxe, the “ philanthropist.” If the 
Belgians come there will be bloodshed in the 
Lehigh region, forthe men there feel that they 
might as well die fighting for their rights as 
sturve to death on the wayside in midwinter, 
for if they are driven out of the Lehigh field they 
will be discriminated against and blacklisted by 
every petty boss in the anthracite valleys of 
Pennsylvania, and they will not be able to find 
work anywhere. It is a sad state of affairs a 
few weeks before Clristmas—coal searce in the 
city ana food scarce at the mouth of the idie 
mines, where men would be only too willing to 
workif they could obtain reasonable pay for 
their labor. Relief committees appointed by 
the miners of the Lehigh region are now can- 
vassing for food and funds among the working- 
men of this section. They have been generous- 
ly received, and large amounts have gone from 
the Lackawanna Valley to help the hungry fam- 
ilies of the men on strike; but, after all, 
ic is not what the hardy, miners and 
laborers, Who, as a general thing, are 
men of spirit, would like. Those who need 
assistance most are often most backward in ap- 
plying for it, anda good many pitiful cases of 
destitution arising from this cause alone have 
been brought to light. Thereis no good reason 
why ali the mines in the anthracite region 
should not be working fulltime at satisfactery 
wages, with coal sellingin the large cities at 
half its present price per ton. This would be 
the condition of affairs, were it not for the mon- 
opoly that grows rieh upon the miseries of the 
millions.

DISGUSTED WITH OFFIOE. 
BEE Es EE 
APPRAISER HOFFMANN’S REASONS FOR 
RESIGNING, 

Cu1caco, Dec. 1.—Appraiser Francis A. 
Hoffmann has made public his letter to the 
President resigning his oflice, and the candor 
with which he gives his reasons for resigning 
1s peculiar. Chief among his reasons is that 
the salary is disproportionate to the import- 
ance of the office, the tenure uncertain, 
and the work of a character which would 
unfit him for the practice of his profession—the 
law--when ‘‘relegated to private life,” In the 
following words Mr. Hoftmann deseribes his 


blighted ambition: “The recognition of ability 
in its management is necessarily confined to a 
small coterie of officials, hard-worked co-laborers 
in a barren vineyard. Now and then faintly- 
murmured praise reaches the official ear, filled 
too often with harsh utterances of carping orit- 
ics. In the dim distance, hardly visible above 
the horizon of offigial life, and abso- 
lutely indifferent, beeause wholly unaifect- 
ed, is seen the general public. Were the 
salary of this office fairly adequate, and its 
tenure dependent solely upon the efficiency of 
the incumbent, or did it offer, in Meu thereof, 
favorable opportunities for distinguished 
services recognized by the people, I shouid 
giadly remain in a position I have learned 
te love. Under the cireumstances I thank God 
ter the strength of character that enables me to 
tender my resignation ere the enervating influ- 
ences of otlicial life shall have enfeebled my 
resolution.” 

Rising superior to his own unhappiness Mr, 
Hoffmann pays a warm tribute to tne *stead- 
fast devotion and unsurpassed integrity of the 
great body of Government officials,” and adds, 
“Thope the day is uear at hand when an en- 
lightened public opinion shall free them 
from the degrading bondage of party 
dictation.” Further on he generously admits, 
in these words, that the office has done some- 
thing for him: “I did not remain idle while in 
office, but devoted time and thought tothe law 
of customs and the tariffon imports, thus stor- 
ing my mind with useful knowledge that may 
serve me hereafter.”

THE LEGISLATIVE SLATE. 


HOW THE SENATE AND ASSEMBLY WILL 
PROBABLY BE ORGANIZED. 

Low, Kenyon, Cole, Chickering. It was 
settled yesterday, so faras the present leaders 
of the party are concerned, that the Senators 
and Assemblymen who will constitute the Leg- 
islature of 1888 shall have the privilege 
of supporting these four gentlemen for 
the four chief offices of the Senate and 
Assembly.

monies, 

Senator Low returned to Orange yesterday 
afternoon, having been assured that he would 
receive the support of the leaders for the Presi- 
dency of the Senate. Senator Hendricks 
telegraphed John 8S. Kenyon, of Syra- 
cuse, that a similor support would be 
given him for Clerk of the Senate. Fremont 
Cole took the 6 o’clock train for Schuyler County 
with an assurance that in the Speakership con- 
test, in which he has developed considerable 
strength, he should be backed by the allied 
powers. Charles A. Chickering, away up in Lewis 
County, was notified thathisclaimstoare-election 
as Clerk of the Assembly would not be dis- 
puted by the combine. Senator Frank Hiscock 
packed his slippers and nightshirt in a gripsack 
and took the night train for Washington, a 
heavy load lifted from his mind and breathing 
much easier than at any time since he saw the 
figures mounting slowly up to 17,000 in his 
native State.

; THE DRESSED MEAT WAR. 
Cuicago, Dec, 1.—The dressed meat war 
is ata standstill. All of the Vanderbilt lines 
have met the latest reductions of the Chicago 
and Grand Trunk made on Tuesday, and the 
other competing roads are on a somewhat 
higher basis, although they are getting 
no dressed beef business and not much 
cattle except what goes to Pittsburg for local 
consumption. The halt isthe result of a con- 
ference which is to be held to-morrow at Mon- 
treal by the chief officials of the Grand Trunk and 
Chicago and Grand Trunk roads. It is under- 


stood that the conference will determine whether 
to continue to force the fighting or to hold rates 
where they are at present. The fact is that the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk is overcrowded with 
dressed beef business, Besides taking the bulk 
of Swift & Co.’s, it ia getting all that it 
can handle from Armour & Co., and Nelson, 
Morris & Co. Not only are the dressed 
beef shippers sending by way of Montreal over 
the Chicago and Grand Trunk, but they are also 
giving it business via the Niagara frontier, 
where it is picked up by the Lack- 
awanna, In this way the packers are 
throwing their influence against the Van- 
derbilt lines and giving the Chieago and 
Grand Trunk an effective aid and .comfort. 
Their patronage will amount to several thousand 
dollars a day and the losses to the association 
roads are heavy, while the increasing business 
of the Chicago and Grand Trunk fuily compen- 
sates it for the reductions made in the rates.

He will be buried 
this morning from the residence of Jerome Buck, 
727 Noble-street, Philadelphia. 


Deputy Tax Commissioner John Kavanagh, 
whio died of pleuro-pneumonia at his home, 600 East 
One Hundred and Thirty-sixth-street, on Wednes- 
day evening, had been for 30 years well known in 
the real estate business in this city. He was the 


senior member of the firm of Kavauagh & Sons, at 
Madison-avenue and Seventy-ninth-street. Born in 
Longford, Ireland, in the year 18138, he came to this 
country in 1843, and first engaged in business with 
the firm of Townsend, Sayre & Clark, on Peurl street, 
In 1851 he became connected with the Freeman's 
Journal, with which he remained several years, 
afterward adopting the real estate business. Since 
1845 he had been a prominent member of the Tam. 
many Society, and he was a warm personal friend of 
the late John Kelly. He was ono of the first movers 
in the organization of the first Irish militia reg- 
iment, the old Ninth, and was Captain of the Carrell 
Guards, a company of that command. He was also 
one of the oldest members of the Board of Trustees 
of the Roman Catholic Orphan Asylum. He has 
held the position of Deputy Commissioner of Taxes 
since September, 1883, A widow, five daughters, 
and six sons survive him. The funeral will take 
place to-morrow at 10 o’clock at St. Jerome’s Church, 
Alexander-avenue and One Hundred and Thirty- 
seventh-st.

LIBRARY FUND. 

One of the best places to visit, if upon 
pleasure bent or upon holiday purchasing in- 
tent, is the fair that will to-day and to-morrow, 
until late at night, be held at the Hotel Bri .s- 
wick—Twenty-seventh-street entrance—by the 
Alumns of the Normal College for the benefit of 
their library fund. A libraryis the one thing 
hecessary to symmetry in the equipment 
of the Normal Coliege. Its  desirabil- 
ity is recognized by the SBoara of 
Education, but for several years the need of 
greater facilities for primary education has ab- 
sorbed all the surplus revenues of the board 
above running expenses, and the rapid growth 
of the city keeps this necessity far in advance of 
the possibilities of supply.

Under a Li- 
brary Committee, of which Miss Marguerite Mer- 
ington is Chairman, there has thus far been re- 
alized from donations and fairs some $1,300 in 
money, and 1,300 volumes of various kinds of 
books, One thousand dollars of the money has 
been invested in books, and the remaining $300 
forms the nucleus of a permenant fund, which, 
when sufficiently opulent and properly invesved, 


‘itis hoped will produce a sufficient income to 


pay the expenses of maintenance and adminis- 
tration.

ORGANIZAIION FORMED. 


THE TRANSCONTINENTAL ASSOCIATION 
AN ACCOMPLISHED FACT. 

CuicaGco, Dec. 1.—After two months of 
consulting, conferring, and meeting at various 
points all over the country, the Transconti- 
nental Association is an accomplished fact. 
Theffinal touches were put to it to-day, the in- 
terested roads having reached an akreement on 
all pointsinvolved. lt has a head in the per- 
sen of J. & Leeds, now General Freight 
Agent of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, 
who was selected as Chairman, and a local hab- 
itation, Denver being the point settled on. 
There is some question as to whether allof the 
agreements entered into can be carried out. 

For example, it has been fully decided that the 


Pacific Mail Steamship Company shall be con- 
sidered in the matter to the amount of $65,000a 
month, but there is a point yet to be decided 
just how this is to be,paid. A subsidy, par- 
ticipated in by all of the lines in an agreed 
proportion would be the most simple and satis- 
taetory way, but there is the inter-State law, 
and there are grave dounts whether it would 
be lawful to pay money to a competitor, 
even if it isa water route, where itis notorious 
that the bonus is given to abate competition and 
keep up ahich standard ef rates. With this in 
mind, an indirect method of paying the subsidy 
is to be experimented with. The first-class rate, 
New-York to San Franciseo, is to be advanced 
frem $5 to $4a bundrett and other hich classes 
in the same proportion. This, it is expected, 
will turn a certain amount of business 
over to the Pacific Mail, enough to swell its re- 
ceipts over and above actual cost of transporta- 
tion to a sum equal to thé proposed subsidy. 
The Pacitic Mail agrees to report its freight 
business to the Chairman of the asseciation, and 
an agent will be kept in New-York to look after 
it. From these statistics the gain of the Pacific 
Mail can be determined, and the Chairman will 
strike a satisfactory balance. 

It is also understood that there ts to be an ad- 
vance of special commodity rates made to meet 
both water and foreign competition east and 
west bound, and it is in these advances that the 
transcontinental lines expect to reap a substan- 
tial benefit. Of course this implies an understand- 
ing with the Canadian Pacitie, and thisis that 
the Canadian Pacific shail have a differential on 
freight to an@ from San Francisco, and that 
trattic shall be interchanged at Portland, Ore- 
gon, at an agreed basis. Differential to the Ca- 
nadian Pacific on San Francisco business is a 
fixed fact. In this way the great bugbear 
of Canadian Pacific competition bas been 
gotten rid of, and there is no reason why a sub- 
stantial advance in rates should not be made 
and waintained. There are some minor ques- 
tions that yet remain for settlement, but these 
will be probably fixed in New-York, where a 
committee will go to attend to them. 

The new organization is a passenger as well 
as a freight association, and the same principles 
govern in both directions. The passenger 
representatives have come to an agreement on 
rates wereby the old limited rate, of $52 50 
from the Missouri River to Pacific coast points 
is done away with. In its place all lines 
will establish a first-class unlimited fare of 
$60, and second-class or emigrant of $35. Tne 
present excursion rate of $60 for the round 
trip, good for six months, will be advanced Jan. 
1 to $80, and there will be this difference, that 
the new rate willbe available on all days and 
trains, while the present is limited to certain 
fixed and agreed dates. In regard to commis- 
sions, it was decided to allew $3 on first-class, 
hothing, however, to be divided with the pas- 


senger.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


At1:30 yesterday morning a general alarm 
sounded and called the entire Fire Department of 
Cincinnati, Ohio, to the Strobridge Lithographing 
Company's great building on the northeast corner of 
Elm and Canal streets. The flames devoured the 
entire building, and in less than 40 minutes the walls 
fellin. The losg is total and will probably be not 
less than $550,000. The Strobridge Company 
have insurance of $150,000 in 40 companies. The 
fire started in the second story, but no one knows 
how. The Strobridge Company have an office in 
New-York and one in London, England, but their 
work is done here, The building was a fine 
structure five stories in height and fronting over a 
hundred feet on the north side of the canal, lt was 
titled with costly machinery, including 15 litho. 
graphic presses. Its stock of paper and finished. 
and partly finished work was very large, estimated 
to be worth $100,0V0. Most of the Winter work for 
theatrical companies was finished, but a large por- 
tion was still in the building, and a number of 
theatrical companies will be without material to 
properly bill their plays. The insurance is $150,000. 


Fire yesterday in the Metropolitan Block at 
Duluth, Minn., damaged the pallies slightly. 
while water dry goods stock of I. Frei- 
muth to the extent of nearly $10,000, and contents 
ot law and other offices about $2,000. The Duluth 
Press Club rooms were flooded. The losses are cov- 
ered by insurance, save plans of E. Humble, archi. 
tect, Which are valued at $1,000. Freimuth had 
$4,000 insurance on his stock. 


Fire broke out yesterday in C. F. Todd & Sons* 
lumber mill, on the upper dam at Milltown, Me. 
When discovered the buildings were a sheet of 
flame. Mr. Todd's two gangs aud planing mill were 
a total loss, with considerable lumber in the planing 
mill and fine lumber-laden cars. Mr. Tod’s loss is 
from $12,000 to $20,000; insurance unknown. The 
loss on the railroad cars is $1,000. 


Two blocks of frame buildings used as dwell- 
ings and amall stores were destroyed by fire at Fort 
Worth, Texas, yesterday. The fire started in T. P. 
Eggleston's grocery store, from the explosion of a 
lamp. The largest building burned was the Clark 
House. The total loss is $150,000, with insurance 
of only $50,000. The Jargest loss, the Clark House, 
is $12,000; insurance, $6,000. 

Fire starting from about the furnace burned 
through the flooring in the chapel of the Union Con-, 
gregational Church at Providence, R. I. yesterday, 
The building isa tine brick structure in Stewart 
street. A large hole was burned through the floor, 
and many of the joists were burned over and weak- 
ened.

The Asphalt Paving Company’s factory, at 
Ottawa, Ontario, was burned yesterday. The loss is 
$10,000; inaured in the City of London Insurance 
Company for $4,500. The factory employed 50 
hands. All of the stuck and machinery, as well as 
the building, were consumed.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 

FOR THE USE OF FREIGHT CARs. 

Representatives of the trunk lines met at 
Commissioner Fink’s office yesterday ana set- 
tled up the long-debated question of compensa- 
tion for the use of freight cars, indorsing the 
plan voted at the last meeting of the Presidents 
of the railroads. With additions as to details, 


the new arrangement will be in accordance with 


the terms of the following circular, which was 
issued yesterday after the meeting: 

For the purpose of promoting/a more prompt 
movement of freight cars and preventing the un- 
necessary detention thereof, the souowré changes 

e 


in the method of paying for their use will be adopted 
on and after Jan. 1, 1888: 


First—The mileage rate will be J2cent per mile 


and 15 cents per day per car for each day, Sunday 
included. 


Second—The rate on four-wheel cars shall be 4 
cent per mile and 7% cents per day. 


Third—No per diem charge to be paid on cars re- 
ceived and delivered the same day. 


fourth—Days to be counted from one day to an- 
other. That is,a car received on April 1 and deliv- 
ered on April 5 equals four days. 

Fifth—The per diem charges on cars shifted for 
the purpose of receiving or discharging lading shall 
be paid by the road by which the shifting is done. 

Sizth—The same per diem rate shall be paid on 
Cars in shops a5 on cars running or standing; but 
on cars destroyed or so injured as to require ap- 
praisement for damages, the per diem rates shall be 
paid until date of notice to owners and no longer. 

Besides the trunk lines 15 roads have already 
given notice that they will accept the plan. 

The dressed-beef rate was still unsettled, al- 
though all parties are said to be doing their best 
to secure a settlement by arbitration. But it 
has so far been impossible to settle upon the 
proper allowance to the Grand Trunk. It is 
rather a significant fact that the trunk lines 
have under consideration an advance in export 
rates. There has been a stromg suspicion from 
the start that these were not working satisfac- 
torily to the railroads. ‘ 


NEW TRAINS TO THE SOUTH. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company yes- 
terday began running from this city what is 
known as a “Richmond and Danville Dispatch,” 
an all-rail line from this city, via Baltimore and 
Washington, to all points in the South and 
Southwest. The line is in opposition to the Old 
Dominion Steamship line run in connection 
with the Associated Railways system of roads, 


from Norfolk, Va., into the same territory. The 
peccnee of this system of all-rail fast freiglts 

as been in .contemplation for some time in 
order to facilitate the rapid shipment of freights 
to and from the East and North. 

Arrangements are also being perfected by the 
Pennsyivania people for the establishment of an 
all-rai! fast freight line from Florida, which ia to 
be known as the Atlantic Coast Dispaten. This 
will run from the orange district up through the 
small fruits and vegetable districts of the Caroli- 
has. Special attention is to be paid over this 
routeto the transportation of perishable freigits, 
with cars especially constructed for the carriage 
of fruits and vegetables during the Winter sea- 
son. It will also bein this trade a rival to the 
Charleston, Sayannah and Olid Dominion steam- 
ship lines, over which lines very much of the fruit 
isat present shipped. This line will be run by 
way of the Cape Charles route, Transfer by the 
huge train steamers will be made trom Cape 
Charles to Norfolk, and below there the trains 
will be run over the roads in the Seaboard and 
Atlantic Coastline. There willbe no breaking 
of bulk or rehandling of freight from the point 
of shipment to the freight depot in Jersey City. 
It was intended to put this line in operation this 
week, and a special orange tariff wasissued. Some 
hitch in the arrangements occurred, however, 
and the new line may not be ready for business 
before the middle of this month.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 1.—Respecting 
the new deals evidently going on for the Cinetn- 
nati, Hamiiton and Dayton Road, a President 
here—understeod to be Mr. Ingalls, of the Big 
Four—says that evidence accumulates that the 
Corbin-Sully syndicate has taken up the Ives- 
Stayner matter, and it is believed the result 


will terminate in the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton becoming @ part of the system of roads 
controlled by the Corbin-Sully party. The value 
of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton to the 
Indiana, Bloomington and Western is appar- 
ent. It would give them valuable termini, a di- 
rect route from Cincinnati to Sandusky, let them 
into Toledo on the north, give them a direct 
route from Peoria to Cincinnati, and, what is 
more important, give them an opportunity to 
carry out the Ives-Stayner programme in rela- 
tien to the Vandalia. By securing the Vandalia 
the ludiana, Bloomington and Western would 
become one of the most important trunk lines 
from St. Louis east, and give them also an op- 
portunity to retaliate of the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany for the shabby treatment they bave re- 
ceived at the hands of that compan Another 
theory.is that the Corbin-Sully syndicate is sa- 
curing this road for the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, that through jt they may secure con- 
trol of the Vandalia,which would slip through 
their ereap snould either the Cincinnati, Haw- 
ilten and Dayton, vr the Indiana Bloomington 
and Western get control of the Vandalia. 


HEAVY INCREASE IN VALUE, 
TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 1.—The State Board 
of Assessors filed their annual report in the of- 
fice of the State Controller to-day.

FOUR DAYS AFTER THE FIGHT. 
From the Somerset (Ky.) Republican, 
The following letter was sent us by Uncle 
Zach Gilmore, of Balckow, Mo., which we pub- 
lish with pleasure, as it was written by Robert 


Gilmore while a soldier with Gen. Jackson iz 
the war of 1812: 


CAMP BELOW NEW-ORLBANS, Jan. 12, 1815. 

DEAR SISTER: A full detail of the news Wonk fae 
surpass the bounds of aletter, The troops coming 
down the river were very sickly, tut their com- 
plaints have vey, much abated. Ye have nof lost 
one man yet. @ landed here on the4th of January. 
aut found the British had landed large forces and 
had got within five miles of the city, where they had 
thrown up batteries. Jackson and hey were within 
one mile of each other. Several skirmishes have 
taken place between them and our picket ard, 
generally one or two every day and night. n the 
morning of the 8th a general action came on be- 
tween daylight and sunrise, the British at- 
tempting to charge our bteastworks. The 
solid action lasted for one hour, but a scat- 
tering fire was kept ap for five hoars. The 
enemy was forced to retreat. I conid walk one mile 
or more on the dead and wounded without putting 
my foot on the ground. The loss on our side was 
very trifling. We had six killed and seven wound- 
ed, Our company was near the hottest of the fight, 
where the attack was made, but received no injury. 
Iam writing a letter to brother James, where you 
will getafuller account. Your acquaintances are 
well. The cannon is constantly firtug. and we are 
constantly expeeting another battle. We will re 
main here for some time. I want yon $0 write ta 
me. Direct your letter to Orleans, Ensign in the 
Fifteenth Regiment, Kentucky Militia. ‘Write me 
how allthe people are coming on, and inform me 
where Mr. Stephens moved. I want to call there in 
the Spting if I can learn where he has settied, and 
get that gray herse to ride home. You may tell 
Eleanor Evans that John Burkis well. Brother 
Willam is well, and is perfectiy satisfied. Give my 
compliments to my mother, sister Annie, and my 
brothers and friends. I am, with respect, your

GLOBULAR LIGHTNING ON THE 
MIGHIY DEEP. 

A FINE VIEW OF A WATERSPOUT— 
EFFECT OF OIL ON THE WATERS— 
DANGERS FROM DERELICT VESSELS. 

To the general public the most interesting 

Matter which willbe printed on tha December 

pilot ohart of the North Atlantie Ocean, to be 

issued the latter part of this week, is a desorip- 
tion of globular lightning—that strangest of all 


elactric phenomena—seen by Capt. Moore, of | 


the British steamship Siberian. To Lient. Cott- 
yaan, in charge of the United States Branch 
Hydrographic Office in this city, Capt. Moore 
reported that at midnight of Noy. 12, while off 


Cape Race, a large ball of fire appeared to rise 
out of the sea to the helgeht of about 50 feet and 
come right against the wind close up to the ship. 
Tt then altered its course and ran along with the 
ship to a distanos of about one and one-half 
wiles. In about two minutes it again altered 
its course and wontaway tothe southeast against 
the wind. It lasted in all not over five minutes. 
The Captain saya that he has seen such phenom- 
enon before in about the same locality. Tt 
seems to indicate the coming of an easterly or 
southeasterly gale. No satisfactory explana- 
tion of this globular lightning has yet been 
given, for it seems to be eatirely diferept from 
the so-called &t. Eimo’s fire, which appears dur- 
ing thunderstorms and remains stationary at 


the yardarm or masthead of vessels, and are 
ahalagous to the * Brush discharge” of an elec- 
tric machine, 

Capt. McDougall, of the British steamship 
Caspian, had the pleasure ofseeing a huge water- 
spout on Oct. 6, while tn latitude 39° 32’ north 

and longitude 69° 10’ west, which did not reach 
the ship. It followed an exceedingly black 
squail accompanied by vivid lightning and very 
loud thunder. The waterspout was on the lee 
side of the squall, bearing southwest, and was 
the largest any one on board had ever seen. One 
peculiarity was that the lower end of the spout 
did not reach the surface of the ocean, By using 
a telascope water could be seen rushing down 
through the centre of the funnel and plowing up 
the surface of the sea toa height of fully 45 or 
50 feet. Capt. McDougal)secured a pencil sketch 
of the spout, which lasted only about iive minutes. 

The use of oll to prevent heavy seas from 
breaking over vessals during storms seems to be 

erfectly practicable. Lieut. Cottman describes 

our cases of this kind reported to bim during 
the month. Capts. Galt, of the American steam- 
ship Wanderer; Moon, of the British steamship 
Pirate; Millard, of the British steamship Win- 
iston, and Morgan, of the British steamship 
Blackwater, all tried the pouring of oil on 
troubled waters, and in the cases of the Pirate 
and Blackwater the Captains report that the use 
of the oil’ unquestionably saved their veasels 
from foundering. The dangerous power of the 
great waves was very much lessened in the 
other cases noted. 

As instancing the danger on the high seas 
from derelict vessels, the report forthe month 
will call attention to three cases reported to the 
‘office. The ship Ada Iredale, from Scotland to 
San Francisco, was abandoned because of fire 
in her cargo of coal Oct. 15, 1876. about 1,900 
miles east from the Marquesas Islands. The 
vessel floated 2,423 miles, to Tahiti, of the 8o- 
,eiety Island group, before being towed into 
port, the wreck having kept afloat for eight 
months, with its cargo burning ail the time, 
The ship Orifamime, also abandoned because of 
fire in June, 1881, floated eight months, drifting 
in that time until she reached the island of 
Rarois,in the Low Archipelago, 2,840 miles, 
A more recent case is that of the schooner Twen- 
ty-one Friends, which was firstreported as aban- 
doned off the capes of Chesapeake Bay on March 
24, 1885. The Gulf Stream carried the hull 
east-northeast for 2,130 miles in four and a half 
months’ time. Then the abandoned schooner 
floated offtoward the northern coast of Spain, 
where she was last seen, having been reported 
in all 22 times, The total drift in the 8 months 
and 10 days in which she was known to 
be afloat was 3,525 miles. These cases are 
pointed out by Lieut. Cottman from the mass of 
eases reported in order to Show the great danger 
such floating wrecks are to navtgators. 
Whither they will drift, and how long they will 
keep afloat, no one knows. To such derelicts 
are due, no doubt, says the Lieutenant in his 
comments about them, the loss of many 
a fine vessel by collision. These _ float- 
ing wreeks are charted by the bureau 
Whenever reported, but no complete record 
of their erratic course can of course be made. 
The necessity of Captains reporting such wrecks 
inorder that they may be charted, and so per- 
hapa help to keep vessels out of their way, is 
perfectly apparent. 

The routes recommended by the Hydro- 
graphic Bureau for the month of December, both 
for safety and comfort, are these, which were 
recommended to the bareau by Capt. Bussius, 
“of the German steamship Werra: 

Eastward Bound.—Follow this track or nothing 
to the northward of it: Leaving New-York, steer 
for latitude 40° 26’ N., lonvitude 73° 46’ W., thence 
E E.43 E. to the 100-fathom line, 
soundings, and off soundings, crossing 60° W. in 
42° N. and 50° W. in 45° N.; thence follow the 
great circle, crossing 40° W. in 48° 1’ N., 30° Ww. 
in 49° 56’ N., 20° W.in 50° 55’ N., and 10° W. in

i Bound.—Follow this track, or nothing 
to the southward of it: Cross 10° W. in 51% 10’ N.; 
thence following the great circle, crossing 20° W. in 
iB1° 16’ N., 30° W. in 50° 28’ N., 40° W. in 48° 46/ 
N., and 50° W.in 46° N. Cross 60° W, in 43° N., 
69° W.in 40° 38’ N.; then keep inside 30 fathoms, 
steering to cross 74° W. in 40° 30’ N.

The business of | 
the National Committee was not all transacted | 


yesterday, and the executive session was con- 
tinued at & o'clock this morning. The principal 
| subject under discussion was the appointment 
i of delegates to the nominating convention, The 
resolution was passed “ that the representation 
in the National Convention of 1888 shall be on 
the basis of twice as many delegates from 
each State and Territory as represent it in Con- 


gress, these delegates to be elected by suenh 
methods as may be decided upon by the State 
Committees.” : 

The entire day was taken up with the dis- 
cussion of the various topics prepared for the 
conference. The only incident of general in- 
terest which took place was when a heated dis- 
cussion took place between Mr. Chapin, of Wis- 
consin, and the National Committee on the ques- 
tion of the representation at the National Conven- 
tion next June. It was agreed finally that the 
following proposition should be referred to the 
National Committee: “That the basis of repre- 
sentation be 1 from each Congressional district 
and 1 for each 500 voters.” Good humor was 
restored by Dr. Herbert’s vocal quartet, which 
rendered two Prohibition songs, formerly charac- 
teristic of the evening orgies of Southern planta- 
tion slaves. 

The conference was brought to a close to-night 
by a grand mass meeting at Battery D Armory. 
The great hall was comfortably filled, and the 
utmost enthusiasm prevailed. Mr. J. B. Hobbs, 
who once ran for the Governorship of Ilinois on 
the Prohibitien ticket, presided. The speakers 
were Gen. Clinton B, Fisk, of New-York; Mrs. 
Mary T. Lathrop, and ex-Gov. 8t. John, of 
Kansas. Gen. Fisk was the first speaker, and, 
on being introduced, said in part: 


“ One great question is uppermost in the mind of 
every thoughtful Prohibitionist. How can we 
hasten the day of the utter overthrow of the liquor 
traffic in this goodly land of ours? We believe that 
a consummation so devoutly to be wished is among 
the good things in store for us. Some of us are 
mrowing impatient at the slow progress we are mak- 
ing toward that day of triumph. We wonder why 
every goodman and woman is notin battle array 
with us against the forces of evil always advancing 
in columus against every citade} of truth and right- 
eousness. Every careful student of the situation dis- 
covers that ndw as never before there is a murmur 
and stir in every city, town, and hamlet in 
the country on this one vital question. In confer- 
ence and convention, in religious and political con- 
vocations, at the club and by the fireside, at every 
banguetit pops up by our side. Meantime the 
saloon sits supreme in the politics of the country, 
governing in caucus, convention, and canvass. 
Seventy per cent. of the primazies in both of the 
dominant political parties are convened in gilded 
saloons or crossroad taverns. In the great cities of 
the land, where now dwell more than 15,000,000 of 
our people, the saloon is the chief inspiration in 
politics. Its mastery over great States is appalling. 
How shall we dethrone King Rum and restore the 
government to the people, by the people, and for the 
people? How shall we arouse the public conscience 
which now sleeps and snores under the lullaby of 
‘loyalty to party’? How shall the Christian pulpit 
be marshaled in force against its chiefest foe? 

“There is no safety in any compromise with the 
snonstrous wrong. We must destroy it. No system 
of license or regulation, taxation or restriction will 
avail. The Prohibition Party has but one remedy, 
aud that is prohibition. A half million men are to- 
day ready to march to the polls to emphasize their 
opinions with prohibition ballots. Another half 
million are almost persuaded to come with us and 
help us do good. A million of women, God bless 
them, are marching by our sides with prayer and 
faith, song and speech. Oh! would that we might 
say with ballots also—victory will come to us by and 
by. Benotimpatient. In God wetrust. Let us fix 
no date for our triumph, but stand fast until it 
comes. If we fall, other voices will sing the songs 
of victory.

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NOVEL TENEMENT HOUSES, 


WHERE GOOD ROOMS CAN BE HAD 
CHEAP—DETAILS OF THE SCHEME, 
The Tenement House Building Company 


yesterday opened for occupation its row of six | 


six-story tenements on the west side of Cherry- 
street, a little south of Montgomery-street, and 


| its agent was kept fairly busy all day exhibiting 


suites of rooms to applicants and explaining the 
advantages they offer to tenants. Though 
money has not been wasted in their exterior em- 
bellishment, the buildings present an appear- 
ance far more agreeable than that of the stereo- 
typed tenement house. They are constructed of 
brick, and consist of a single house at each end, 
with two double houses in the middle, each sepa- 
rated in the rear from its neighbor by a wide and 
airy court, insuring every room in the entire 
structure abundant means of healthy ventila- 


tion. The interior arrangement of the different 
houses is excellent, the space being utilized in 
such a way that light and air are equably dis- 
tributed through the entire extent. The suites, 
which are aimost all of three rooms each, are 
104 in all, and they rent at from $10 to $15 a 
month, according to location. The average size 
of the rooms is: kitchen and living room, 15 by 
10 feet; bedrooms, 12 by 9 and 11 by 8 feet. Each 
tenant has a good-sized coal bin in the cellar, 
where also are four bathrooms, 68 wash tubs, 
and an engine room andjooilers, where the sup- 
ply of hot water, which is distributed thrqugh 
the entire house, and of steam with which tie 
cellar and halls are heated, is obtained. 

On the first floor of one of the double houses 
is a large room, 35 by 25 feet, with two smaller 
rooms adjoining, which is to be used as a free 
kindergarten school, where mothers living in 
the building and its neighborhood who “work 
out” can leave their children during their ab- 
sence from home, This adjunct to the building 
was made at the suggestion of Prof. Felix 
Adier, who, with others who are associated with 
him in the work, will pay the rent of the room 
and incidental expenses. 

Throughout the building the utmost care has 
been taken to secure good sanitary conditions, 
and to this end the plumbing has been kept 
down toa minimum consistently with providing 
a sufficiency of necessary apparatus. 

By sunset yesterday 14 families had taken 
up their abode in the building. In all somewhat 
over 100 applications had been made, moat of 
them coming from the better class of laboring 
people, and the agent was hopeful tkat the suc. 
cess of the company’s experiment would pass 
out of the problematical stage before the end of 
the year, 

The officers of the company are: Joseph W, 
Drexel, President; Oswald Ottendorfer, Vice- 
President; Jacob Scholle, Treasurer; Edwin R. 
A. Seligman, Secretary, and Copeland Kell, Cor- 
responding Secretary, The aim of the company 
istosupply people of restricted means with 
homes free from the evils which belong to the 
typical tenement, The capital stock is $150,000, 
held by wealthy gentlemen—mostly business 
men—whose object is to do good rather than 
to reap profit from the undertaking. They ex- 
pect to realize 7 per cent. upon the capital in- 
vested, but are bound by their by-laws not 
to declare a larger dividend than 4 percent. It 
is intended to use the surplus profits as a reserve 
fund, which shall annually be apportioned 
among the tenants in proportion to the rent 
each has paid, and made available in paying 
such tenants’ rent in case of their being unable 
by reason of illness, lack of employment, or 
other good cause to provide for the support of 
their families. Certificates of such amounts 
credited will be issued to the tenants and will 
be exchanged for certificates of stock in the 
company if desired. Such of the reserve as ac- 
cumulates will be applied to the building of 
other improved tenements, The company has 
three lots on Monroe-street, in rear of its Cherry- 
street building, and this will be used as a play- 
ground for the tenants’ children until such time 
as the growing demand for its dwellings war- 
rants the erection of an additional structure.

AND AGRIOULIURE. 


REPORT ON THE REORGANIZATION OF 
THE EXPERIMENT STATION. 

Irnaca, N, Y., Dec. 1.—Advance sheets of 
the report of the committee on the reorganiza- 
tion of the Agricultural Experiment Station 
have just been seen by THE TIMES’s correspond- 
ent. The matter is of the utmost moment to the 
university and of hign importance to the State, 
since this $1,500 annual income added to the 
facilities and equipment available at the uni- 
versity, will give New-York State the 
finest agricultural station in America, and 
one of the most complete stations 


in the world, while the presence 
of such a station at Cornel! will add greatly to 
the reputation and to the importance and effi- 
ciency of the university. Thereportis substan- 
tially a review of the Hatch bill, which followed 
the Land Grant act of 1862. The original act 
has thus indirectly been the means of benefiting 
inestimably the agricultural interests of the 
country, Cornell having graduated a large num- 
ber of students from her agricultural depart- 
ment, many of whom are now college Professors. 
Considerable important work bas been accom- 
plished, the efforts of Dr. Law in extirpating 
the recent cattle plagues near Chicago being 
among the most important endeavors, 

To vomplete the department a Professorship 
of practical and experimental horticulture has 
been established. In Cornell’s possession of its 
presen’ equipment and corps of six Professors 

n different departments of agriculture, each of 

whom is eminent in his department, there will 
be seen unequaled advantages for the establish- 
ment of the experiment station, The report 
specifies that these State funds shail be used 
for no other purpose than that of agricultural 
experimenting, The university authorities 
have appointed an Experiment Station Council, 
consisting of President Adams, Profs. Roberts, 
Caldwell, Prentiss, and Comstock, H. 8. Will- 
iams, from the Faeulty, and ex-President White. 
To this list will be added the Director of the 
station, the President of the State Agricultural 
Society, and the Professor of Horticulture.

DON'I WANT A DEPARTMENT. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER 


OF AGRICULTURE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The apnual report of 
the Commissioner of Agriculture was laid before the 
President to-day. The Commissioner recommends 
substantially the abolition of the seed division of 
the department and the transfer of its duties to. 
the State and Territorial experiment stations. The. 
Directors of these institutions,he says,ought to know. 
what kind of seed the farmers of their respective 
neighborhoods are interested in, and what kinds 


aré best adapted to each locality. “If,” ne 
says, “ this work of testing and distributing seed 
could be done by the stations, and the department 
be relieved of this duty, it would enabie it to work 
in other directions of great importance to the agri. 
cultural interests of the country. It is hardly neces. 
sary to state thatit takes much of the time of the 
Commissioner, and that it is difficuit to make dis- 
tribution to give satisfaction to ali parties and to all 
parts of the country. While the germ of the Depart. 
ment of Agriculture was the seed distribution, i 
has grown until it now reaches into many fields o 
science, and many more lie beyond which as yet it 
has not had the time or means to enter.” 

.The Commissioner discusses the scope and fang 
tions of the department in a way which leaves room 
for the plain inferences that he disapproves the ef 
forts to make itan executive department, with @ 
member of the Cabinet at its head. The depart. 
ment’s position, he thinks. should be that of an ad- 
viser in those investigations and enterprises which 
bear upon the agricultural jaterests of the country. 
‘* In the beginning,” he says, “ the department may 
have been an experiment, but its condition now 
stould leave no donbt as to the preciaé 
relation which the department shoul hold 
to the Government. Ths development has 
been natural, and there may be a valuable les- 
son in the history of its evolution. The relation 
to which I refer needs to be recognized, not 
through the mére changing of a name, not through 
any radical legislation which may meet the favor of 
one class and the disfavor of another. nor yet 
through any entangling alliances whieh would only 
serve to distract atiention from the one great lead: 
ing thought which should always possess those who 
administer the affairs of the department: but rather 
through a well-endowed department, on author: 
ized to employ scientific experts and specialists in 
its several lines of investigation at just and reasona- 
ble compensation, fully equipped with the latest 
and most approved apparatus, with conveniently-ar. _ 
panes workshops and safe and healthful surround. 
ngs.’ 

‘The Commissioner says it is yet too early to make 
an official statement of the results in detail of the 
present year’s experiments in the deveiopment of 
sorghum sugar manufacture; “but.” he adds; 
“enough is known already, I think, to enable this 
country to anticipate, at am early day, the produc 
tion of a sugar supply from a plant as easy of eniti. 
vation as corn, but little circumscribed by climatid 
influences, and one whose by-products have a value 
equal to the cost of raising.” 

Upon the subjecteof our wheat surplus he says: 
“The comparative prominence of this country in ita 
wheat aurplus may not be popularly realized. When 


; Our exports have exceeded 136,000,000 bushels per 


annum for 10 years those ef Russia were abont 
66,000,000 bushels and those of India 24,000,900 
bushels in round numbers, forthe last decade. Other 
lands contribute only a very small surplus—Aus- 
tralia, Chili, the Argentine Republic, and others 
only a few millions eaci—and the combined surplus 
of ail nations does not equal that of this country.” 

The work of the Bureau of Animal Industry, the 
report says, has been greatly extended during the 
past year. The Governors of 31 States and Terri. 
tories have accepted the rules and regulations of 
the bureau and promised the assistance of Joca} 
officers to secure their enforcement. Inaddition, the 
Legislatures of Rhode Island, Virginia, New-York, 
and Illinois have enacted laws providing for co-opera. 
tion. The werk of the burean has thns been carried 
on in all the States where pleuro-pneumonia has 
been known to exist except Pennsylvania, whose 
authorities found but tew infected herds, and res, 
ported that these were promptly disposed of aecords 
ing to State law.

ESL PRIN EIT LICL MEN PLES DLO IED 


In the municipal election of Boston, 
“which occurs on the 13th, the contest tor 
Mayor will be between the same candidates 
as last year, the present Mayor, Mr. HucH 
O’Brien, who has servedtwo years already, 
and Mr. T. N. Hart, a highlv-respectable 
Republican. Last: year there was a Labor 
pandidate, who received about 3,500 votes, 
leaving O'BRIEN a ‘plurality over Hart of 
nbout 4,600. .This year there is no report 
of any such complication, which will doubt- 
less be to the advantage of the present 
Mayor. The Republicans have taken 
's yather peculiar course. They set 
‘yunt to make a non-partisan nomina- 
tion and pitched upon WiLtiaM Gas- 
TON as the candidate, who is an ex- 
Mayor of Boston and ex-Governor of Massa- 
chusetts, and in past years a good deal of a 
Democratic politician. This was distinctly 
intended to divide the Democrats, what- 
ever else it might accomplish. Mr. GasTon 
declined the honor, and then a citizens’ 
yomination of a genuine kind was made in 
the selection of N. J. BRapDLEE, a promi- 
nent citizen, who is a Democrat, but was 
‘never a politician. Him the Republicans 
refused to aecept, and made a nomination 
of their own, whereupon Mr. BRADLEE with- 
drew, leaving the field’ to the two party 
candidates. There is né6t much likelihood 
that O’Brien will be defeated, though his 
course for the last year does not seem to 
have fully satisfied either his own party or 
‘the independents.

The Controller of the Currency will sub- 
‘mit to Congress a codification of the laws 
relating to the national banks, of which we 
give a full explanation furnished by him in 
another column. Some of the changes 
recommended are important, and will elicit 
active discussion. 


LL EE POE AEE ANIA NTE IS Tt? 


The Commissioner: of Agriculture recom- 
mends in his annual report that his depart- 
‘ment shall no longer be required to distrib- 
ute seeds, and suggests that the work of 
‘distribution should be transferred to the 
agricultural experiment stations of the sev- 
eral States and Territories. The recent 
Mbistory of the “seed division” gives force 
to this recommendation. Hundredsof thou- 
' pands of dollars have been wasted in this 
as business, which has furnished many 


ascandal. The department has frequently 
preferred to invest its money in seeds 
that could not be induced to grow, and has 
distributed therg without regard to climate 
or other conditions. Not long ago a Con- 
gressman whose district lies in the most 
thickly settled part of this city rejected an 
allotment of seed wheat—several bushels, 
if we are not mistaken—intended for his 
constituents. If an arrangement for the 
distribution of seeds by the experiment sta- 
tions can be made, the cause of agriculture 
and good government will be served by the 
change. 


It is very difficult to find any continuous 
thread through the changing phases of the 
present political excitement in France. M. 
GREVY, after promising to resign yesterday, 
withdrew his promise. Thereupon M. Rov- 
VIER and his Ministry, after the President’s 
change of front had been formally an- 
nounced, resigned. The Chamber immedi- 
ately took arecessuntil4 P.M. During the 
recess the four Republican groups agreed to 
adopt an ‘order of the day,” or resolution 
that ‘the Chamber awaiting the communi- 
cation promised by the President [his resig- 
nation] adjourned until Go’clock.” This was 
adopted by a vote of 531 to 3, and the ad- 
journment was had. Then M. RovuvieR 
went again to the Elysée, and when the 
Chamber reassembled he announced that 
the President had declined to accept the 
resignation of the Cabinet, and that he had 
reconsidered his reconsideration and would 
senda message to’ the- Chamber of Depu- 
ties and the Senate to-day, announcing 
his decision. The Chamber seems to 
have been satisfied and adjourned 
until Pp. M. to-day with cheers for 
the Ministry. In the intervals between 
the meetings of the Chamber there was 
much excitement, and the mob in front of 
the Palais Bourbon had to be dispersed by 
the cavalry, according to the dispatches, 
thongh it was probably by the mounted 
police. Accounts vary as to the particular 
feeling of the populace toward the Presi- 
dent. The country appears entirely tran- 
quil, and the 3 per cent. rentes fell only 60 
centimes. 
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THE NATIONAL BANKS. 

With the report that will be submitted 
to Congress on Monday, the history of the 
first quarter of a century of the national 
banking system will be completed. It is in 
many regards a very remarkable history, 
which perhaps only those can fully realize 
who are able to look back upon the condi- 
tion of the country previous to 1863, and 
to form some idea of the radical changes 
that have since come about. The change 
that is most striking is, of course, that in 
the currency, though that in the deposit 
branch of the System has been very great 
and important. In place of a currency is- 
sued under the laws of the several States, 
with security and conditions of redemp- 
fion governed by these laws and vary- 
ing in every~ section of the Union, 
@ currency, moreover, of unstable and 
unequal value, we now have, and have 
had forascore of years, a currency abso- 
lutely safe, of uniform value and utility in 
every State and town of the Union, as 
nearly secure from counterfeiting as any 
paper currency can be, and serving steadily, 
easily, and quictly all the ordinary purposes 
of money. In the matter of deposits, 
though there is not the same perfect secur- 
ity that there is in the circulating notes, 
there is very much more than we had under 
the old system, and it is not too much to 
say that reasonable prudence and vigilance 
on the part of depositors will, under the 
presentsystem, make them as secure as they 
can hope to be, and more so than they are 
in dealing with each other. 

The national banking system has been 
very decidedly modified since its founda- 
tion, and in the direction of greater free- 
dom. The first change, was in abolishing 
the limit of ¢irculation permitted among 
the different Stetes; the second was in the 
abolition of the reserve required on de- 
posits. -The requirement first removed was 
always of doubtful expediency. It was dic- 
tated by that sectional feeling which, 
though without basis in reason, did in fact 
exist, and which took the form of jealousy 
lestthe East, or the creditor section, as it 
was regarded, should have undueadvantage 
over the West, or debtor section. When the 
restriction was removed it was at the de- 
mand of the West, which has most greatly 
profited by the removal. The second re- 
quirement was made necessary by the un- 
certainty attending the bonds of the Gov- 
ernment in the early period of the system; 
it became worse than useless as these ad- 
vanced to and beyond par, and furnished 
ample security for the circulation. There 
are now 3,061 banksin existence. Ofthese 
225, or 8 per cent. of the previous number, 
have been formed during the past year, and 
of these 225 all but 38 are outside of the 
New-England and Middle States, where was 
formerly supposed to be the home of" capi- 
tal.” 

The banks have now reached a stage 
where their total capital steadily increasés, 
while their circulation as steadily dimin- 
ishes. The net increase of capital during 
the past year was over $30,000,000, 
($30,572,325 ;) the net decrease in the cir- 
culation was over $50,000,000, ($50,495, - 
590.) The capital of the new banks was, on 
the average, less than $150,000 each, show- 

ing that the advantages of the system are 
spreading . with considerable rapidity 
throughout the ccmmunities where they 
can be of most use. The new banks took 
out only $4,592,000 new circulation, while 
previously existing banks took out $3,957,- 
175, and surrendered $57,770,475, leav- 
ing the net decrease as above stated. 
There can no longer be any feeling with 
any pretense foundation that the 
national banks enjoy privileges in the nat- 
ure of a monopoly, save that which is dre 
to their ability to stand the tests of safety, 
honesty, and prudence imposed by law. 
The right to issue circulation has ceased to 
be of any special value, and unless condi- 
tions are radically changed will not again 
become desirable. Practically the growth 
of the system is confined to the business of 
deposit and discount, while that business 
tends to be more and more the chief occu- 
pation of the banks remaining in existence. 
The abandonment of the circulation is by 
mo means an unmixed advantage. On the 


of 
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contrary, it would be very desirable that a 
bank circulation entirely safe and reasona- 
bly elastic should be provided for. It is in 


| many regards the best formof paper money 


and to secure it is a problem that may well 
enlist the study of Congress and of those 
likely to have influence with Congress. 


MR. COLE FOR SPEAKER. 

The Albany Speakership contest has been 
settled unusually early and unusually well. 
It will not be unsetttled, we presume, 
although Mr. JAMrEs W. Hustrp, of West- 
chester, who still insists that Speakers are 
chosen in January and not in December, 
will do his best to reopen the question. 

Mr, FREMONT CoLF, of Schuyler County, 
for whose candidacy the support of a 
majority of the Republican members of the 
Assembly has apparently been secured, will 
this Winter serve his fourth consecutive 
term in the lower branch of the Legislature. 
He is fitted for the post of Speaker of the 
Assembly alike by his ample experience, 
his unquestioned ability, and his excel- 
lent character. Mr. Corr is one of that 
rather small number of members of the 
Legislatare who have never incurred the re- 
proach of being swayed by unworthy mo- 
tives or of yielding to improper influences. 
Throughout his years of service at Albany 
he has stood with men like Mr. HeEn- 
pricis and Mr. Daty in the Senate, and 
Mr. ‘'IlaAmMILTON, Mr. Crosby, and Mr. 
KrvsE in the Assembly, as an honest and 
intelligent representative of the people. 
He is not to be controlled by the party 
“boss” or influenced by the corporation 
lobbyists. The public interests and hisown 
clear convictions have been his guide. He 
is a Republican partisan in the worthier 
and better sense. But he is too honorable a 
man and has too much self-respect, in our 
judgment, to be controlled in his official 
action by selfish party interests or to accept 
the mandate of mere machine managers. 

Mr. CoLEe was a candidate for the Speak- 
ership a year ago. Certain interests which 
would not have been advanced by his suc- 
cess took fright at the strength of his can- 
vass, and a “deal” was somewhat hastily 
made which resulted in the election of Mr. 
Hustep. Mr. Coie has frankly announced 
again this year his ambition to be Speaker. 
The evident strength of the support which 
he could command, the desire to avoid the 
public scandal which would attend ‘an 
attempt to place Mr. HUSTED again in the 
Speaker’s chair, and the sobering effect of 
the severe lesson of the recent election have 
led Mr. THomas C. Piatt and his associates 
to perceive the wisdom, and even the neces- 
sity, of putting forward an unimpeachable 
candidate for the Speakership. They have 
declared for Mr. CoLE with a promptness 
and unanimity which have somewhat sur- 
prised that gentleman, we fancy, but 
should in nowise be allowed to preju- 
dice his candidacy among more reputa- 
ble men. Mr. CoLEe is not the Platt 
candidate for the Speakership. He is the 
Cole candidate. The distinction issomewhat 
important and worth remembering. In 
spite of Mr. PLAtr’s habit of demanding a 
quid pro quo for his political support, Mr. 
CoLe can be trusted to make up his com- 
mittees not in the Platt interest but in the 
public interest, and to hold the Speaker’s 
gavel with an even hand, unmoved by the 
threats and uninfluenced by the appeals 
which may be made to him by persons 
whose interests are not those of the public, 

Mr. Hustrp willbe surprised and grieved, 
but it will be just as well for him not to be 
Speaker at the coming session. The hollow- 
ness of Mr. HusTrep’s frequent pretensions 
of good intentions, his increasing tendency 
to use his official powers at Albany for cor- 
porations with which he is more or less re- 
motely connected, and his evident disposi- 
tion as he grows older not to care very 
much what decent people say and think 
about him, make it seem on the whole the 
part of prudence for him to avoid the 
temptations which beset the Speaker of the 
Assembly. 


THE PLACE OF HOLDING CON- 
VENTIONS. 


Various cities of the country are contend- 
ing or preparing to contend for the privilege 
of having one or the other of the National 
Conventions held within their precincts. 
The National Committees, when they meet, 
will be beset with arguments on this sub- 
ject. The chief thing that ought to be con- 
sidered is the comfort and convenience of 
the delegates, but a good deal of influence 
upon the action of a convention is attrib- 
uted to the ‘local atmosphere” in which 
it sits. Where a particular candidate 
is in high favor the miscellaneous 
crowd that besets the convention hall 
will do its shouting for him. The brass 
bands will be at his service and there will 
be a factitious display of enthusiasm which 
some doubting delegates may take to repre- 
sent the voice of the people of the United 
States, whether it does or not. Where 
there is a sharp contest and much excite- 
ment this probably counts for something, 
foramoment may come when excitement 
aided by the surrounding enthusiasm will 
carry things before it. Moreover, the place 
at which the leading supporters of a candi- 
date can readily concentrate their forces 
gives them the advantage of bringing their 
infinence to bear upon delegates more fully 
and with more effect than in an unfriendly 
atmosphere. 

There is little doubt that holding the 
Republican Convention at Chicago in 1884 
was favorable to Mr. BLAINE, and it was 
probably decisive on the nomination of 
Locan. The Blaine sentiment was. then 
strong in the West and it rallied his admir- 
ers in great force at Chicago. The local 
enthusiasm, the brass bands, and the popular 
how! were on his side. His persistent friends 
may not regard the place with so much 
favor now, as there is a visible weakening 
in the Western Blaine sentiment and signs 
of hesitating about giving him enthusiastic 
support another time. This egcourages the 
Republican leaders in Pennsylvania to set 
forth the adyantages of Philadelphia as a 
place for holding the convention, their 
notion apparently being that there is no 
failing in the Blaine sentiment in that 
quarter. But for the greater number of 
delegates Chicago is beyond doubt the most 
convenient place for a great convention. It 
is connected by direct lines of railroad with 


all parts of the country. Its hotel accom- 
modationus are excelled only by those of 
New-York, and at almost any season they 
probably afford more spare room even than 
those of this city. Besides, Chicago is able 
to provide a building especially adapted to 
great assemblies of the kind. 

The Prohibitionists will hold their con- 
vention at Indianapolis. That town is 


| quite central and has ample railroad con- 
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nections. While its other accommodations 
are inferior, they are doubtless sufficient | 
for the needs of the cold-water party, and if 
it consulted ‘‘local atmosphere” i6 would 
need to seek out some small interior village, 
say in Kansas. Cincinnati ahd St. Louis 
and even Omaha and St. Paul put in their 
claims. Thetwo formerare centrally situated 
but are not able to present other induce- 
ments of great weight, though they have | 
both been the scenes of National Conven- 
tions in recont times. The other ambitious 
Western cities are seeking only for some | 
way of “ booming” themselves, and prob- 
ably will not get the aid of either National 
Comniittee, | 
| 


We fancy that the Ropublican Conven- 
tion will be held at Chicago again next 
year, but there is more serious talk of hav- 
ing the Democratic Convention in the East. 
Tammany Hall is quite ready to play the 
host in this city for the delegates of the De- 
mocracy of the Nation, as it did twenty 
years ago. Baltimore and Washington are 
alse preparing to offer inducements. The 
national capital’ is in some respects the 
most unfit place for a political con- 
vention. It might be of some advan- 
tage to an existing Administration seeking 
to perpetuate itself, but that is a reason 
why it should not be chosen. The present 
Administration has no need of such an ad- 
vantage, and if it had,.it ought not to have 
it, for of all the influences of which a nomi- 
nating convention should be free that of 
the Government holds the first place. If 
its power were really used to influence a 
nomination it would probab! y prove asource 
of weakness in the canvass to follow. It 
would be difficult to give any positive rea- 
sons for holding either convention in Balti- 
more or Boston. 

New-York is quite indifferent to what 
may be considered the honor or the local 
advantage of a National Convention, but it 
is more convenfent to reach than any other 
city on this side of the continent, and can 
offer hotel accommodations and incidental 
attractions that are unequaled. Every- 
body desires to visit the Empire City in the 
course of his life, and probably most of the 
delegates would be glad of an opportunity 
to come here to mako the national nomina- 
tion. Asthere is likely to be no contest 
over the Democratic candidate, local atmos- 
phere will probably not count, but doubt- 
less assurances can be given of the attitude 
of the party in this State and of its chances 
of success which will be far more impor-

MUTTON AND ENVELOPES. 

The envelope manufacturers’ pool or 
Trust, appropriately named the Standard, 
succeeded yesterday in silencing the only 
outside company that kept competition 
alive and prevented the. perfection of a 
monopoly. This company owned and 
operated twenty-two envelope machines, 
and was selling the product of these ma- 
chines at prices below the Trust’s re- 
cently-advanced rates, The Trust, therefore, 
bought the machines and the company’s 
manufactured goods and made a contract 
by which the company binds itself not to 
resume business within five years. If any 
one shall hereafter be rash enough to set up 
an envelope factory without first entering 
the ‘‘combine” and submitting to its terms, he 
will probably find in the Trust an enemy 
whose power he cannot withstand. The 
people appear to have been deprived of the 
benefits of competition in this industry, 

The complaint in a suit recently brought 
by two butchers of this city, who ask for 
damages, reveals the existence of a Mutton 
and Lamb Trust, whose operations should 
be interesting to citizens who buy meat in 
this city and the neighboring towns. It 
appears that this Trust includes about forty 
firms that are engaged in slaughtering 
sheep and lambs or in supplying sheep and 
lambs to slaughterers. It is a combina- 
tion of wholesale butchers and live 
stock brokers. It is asserted that 
the butchers in the ring bind them- 
selves to buy no sheep or lambs from any 
broker who is not a member, and that the 
brokers are bound to sell to no one who is 
outside of the ring except at a price greater 
by 15 cents a head than the ring butchers 
are required to pay. The plaintiffs, who 
are retail butchers, undertook to go into the 
slanghtering business without entering the 
‘*combine,” but were unable to make a 
living because of the discrimination against 
them. 

It is said that this Trust or pool controls 
the trade in this city, in Brooklyn, and in 
Hudson County, N. J. Owing to the threat- 
ened action of the Attorney-General, a sim- 
ilar Trust working under a corporate char- 
ter was voluntarily dissolved not long ago, 
and the present association is said to have 
been established by private agreement. 
Monopolies formed under charter or by 
absorbing chartered corporations are open 
to attack through the courts, as the Chicago 
Gas Trust has recently discovered. 

The effect of this Meat Trust is to main- 
tain high prices for food and practically to 
prevent citizens from engaging independ- 
ently in a business which they may desire 
to enter. The purpose of the ‘“ combine,” 
like that of the other Trusts about which 
we have spoken from time to time, is to kill 
healthful competition and put consumers at 
the mercy of a monopoly. In this case com- 
plaint is made by persons who desired to 
compete in the business of supplying meat. 
When will the people, the consumers, who 
are the prey of these combinations, make 
their protest against the operations of the 
Trust makers? 
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Successful tests of steam-heating appara- 
tus have recently been made in very cold 
weather by the Chicago, Milwaukee and St.

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A BUST OF MOULLOUGH. 


TEMPORARILY ON EXHIBITION AT THE 
ST. JAMES HOTEL. 


In the lobby of the St. James Hotel there 
stoed, yesterday, and will stand for some time a 
bronze bust of the late John MéCullough. It 
arrived in this city from the Haney-Bonnard 
foundry, where it was cast, yesterday morning. 


The bust is of heroio size, about four times the 
size of a man’s head. It represents the dead 
actor in the character of Virginius. The senipt- 
or is W. C. Noble, a young uertist of New-York, 
who spent some months in completing the figure. 
Mr. Noble was not personally acquainted with 
Mr. McCullough, and muth wonder was 
expressed, therefore, that he had caught so ex- 
actly, not only the expression of the actor, but 
the exact contour of his head and neek and of 
his striking features. That fact is due to the 
suggestions made while the model was being 
prepared tn clay by Capt. W. M. Conner, of the 

t. Jamea Hotel, who was at one time the 
tragedian’s manager and his most intimate 

ersonal friend. Capt. Conner visited Mr. 

oble’s studio a number of times and criti- 
cised and made suggestions until he was 
satisfied with the work now reproduced in 
bronze. The hundreds who saw it yesterday 
agree with Capt. Conner in declaring it to bea 
perfect representation of both the character and 
tbe man. ; 

The strong well-formed neck 1s bared, and the 
shoulders are covered with the artistically ar- 
ranged folds of a Roman toga. The slight base 
on which the bust stands bears this quotation 
from the play: 


“* Does no one speak ? 
I am defendant here.” 

This bust, a trifle over four feet in height, is to 
be placed in the monument now being erected to 
the actor’s memory in Mount Moriah Cemetery, 
Philadelphia. The petty jealousies existing to so 
«reat an extent in the theatrical profession pre- 
vented this from being a tribute to the tragedian 
from them. The monument is, therefore, 
erected by Mr. McCullough’s personal friends, 
and ;when- completed will be unveiled under 
their direction, probably early next Spring. The 
La ay mlergy of the memorial was a labor of love 
with Capt. Conner, who took it upon himself to 
raise the necessary amount for the purpose. 
Among the best known of the subscribers to the 
fund are John W. Mackay, of California; Will- 
iam J. Florence, the actor; W. F. Johnson, John 
B. Carson, of Chicago; Wiliam H. Thomson, of 
St. Louis, and Capt. Conner. 

The monument will be of marble, a gothic 
structure rising from a base of Quincey granite. 
The bust will staud upon a pedestal of marble, 
and rising above the niche in which the bustis 
placed will be a tower séveral feet in height, 
supported by four marble pillars. Those who 
have seen the design speak of the monument as 
an exceedingly handsome one. 


THE CHIOAGO GAS TRUST. 


SHREWD DISTINCTIONS WITHOUT A DIF- 
FERENCE. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 1.—‘‘I don’t see how any 
quo warranto proceedings by Attorney-General 
Hunt against the Gas Trust can affect the 
Chicago Gas and Coke Company,” said President 
Forstall to-day, when asked what he had to say 
about the action in quo warranto about to be 
brought by Attorney-General Hunt. “This 


company has nothing to do with any gas 
Trust,” he continued. “It is doing busi- i 
ness under a charter derived from the 
State, and has a Board of Directors elected by 
the stockholders. The Directors meet once a 
month, and I have never heard anything about 
agas Trust in the meetings. The business of 
this company alone is discussed, and I know of 
nothing being done in violation of the rights and 
privileges granted under the charter. I amin 
total ignorance of any combination be- 
tween this corporation and any other 
gas company. but what stockholders may or 
may not do does not concern me. This com- 
pany has made nocowmbination. It is as sepa- 
rate and independent as it ever was, If stock- 
holders see an advantage in combining their in- 
vestments in gas companies tor their 
own profit or mutual interest, I fail to 
see how that concerns the public or any- 
body else. As to the Attorney-General’s pro- 
ceeding, I can not say what we will do till we 
know mors aboutit, but I will say thata good 
deal more is being made out of the whole mat- 
ter than the fasts warrant. This is one of the 
cases in which the newspapers do not reflect the 
sentiments of the people, who are entirely satis- 
fied with the prevailing prices charged.” 

President C. E. Judson, of the Consumer’s Gas 
Company, said there bad been no combination 
or consolidation of his company with any other 
concern, as far as he knew. He had heard, and 
bélieved it to be a fact, that the stock 
of the company was nearly all owned by the 
Chicago Gaslight and Coke Company, but he 
had néver examined the stock book to see if it 
was really so, because he didn’t care particular- | 
ly who owned tho stock. As to what stock- 
holders might have done among themselves tn 
pooling theirinterest in gas stock, he was not 
informed and did not care particularly about 
knowing.

A YOUNG ARTIST APPRECIATED. 

Little Josef Hofmann, the wonderful boy; 
has captured the town. His second concert, 
which took place at the Metropolitan Opera 
House yesterday afternoon, was attended by an 
audience that filled every seat and box in the 
large auditorium, while many persons were 
obliged to stand throughout the performance. 
The astonishment and conséquent enthusiasin of 
the auditors was quite as great as at the first 
concert, and at the olose of his opening number 
and again after his improvisation the house was 
for some moments in a state of uproar. The 
chief qualities of the child’s art have been 


touched on in these columns; but it is a 
genuine pleasure to praise so worthy an artist. 
One of the features of the little man’s 
work which forcibly strikes the critical hear- 
er is his announcement of themes. He 
makes his musical propositions with uncommon 
distinetness, with nafve grace, or surprising 
dignity, according to the requirements of the 
subject, and with a most admirable roundness 
that causes the theme to stand forth conspicu- 
ously and to be impressed upon the hearer’s 
mind. His intelligent sympathy with the mdod 
ofthe composer never seems to desert him. 
Those who hold that this is wholly the result of 
teaching will tind it difficult to sustain their 
position. Itis only a machine that can be made 
to produce precisely the samé pattern over and 
over again. The human being will vary, butin 
little Josef the variations are only of degree and 
not of kind. His feeling is sometimes stronger, 
sometimes weaker; butalways appropriate. His 
power of expression through clear exposition of 
the phrasing and rhythmical construction of a 
passage, together with a nice adjustment of me- 
chanical effects, is simply remarkable in a child 
of his tender years. His gradation of force can 
be the result of rare artistic instinct. He has at 
his command, and uses with the finest discrim- 
ination, every degree of forcefrom forte down 
to the softest pianissimo. It has beeu said that 
he lacks power. One would hardly expect an 
intelligent being to find fault with a 10-year-old 
boy because he cannot produce as great a vol- 
ume of sound as Joseffy or Teresa Carreno. 
but im this city, rich as it is in pianists 
of werit, there are numbers of adult 
players who could not begin to get as much 
tone out of a grand piano acconipanied by an 
orchestra in the Metropolitan Opera House. Far 
from lacking power, the child possesses a wonder- 
ful amount of it for so small a body. As to tane 
color, hia variety is most deligutful. He fre- 
quently uses a bard tone, butit is plainly done 
for the sake of the contrast which he subse- 
quently produces by the employwentof the most 
mellow trmbre of which the instrument is 
capable. It would be easy enough to write a

THE FIRST REAL TOUCH OF 
WINTER. 

SRE TEMPERATURE HKRE ONLY 14 DE- 
GREEKS ABOVE, BUT IN DAKOTA 
REACHING 18 DEGREES BELOW. 

Tho first cold wave of the Winter has 
done its worst and best hersabout, and is now 
yooving up to the St. Lawrence Valley to nip 
and freeze the boodiers, Canucks, and Blue- 
neses. The wave did its worst by driving the 
mercury in New-York thermometers down to 
12° above zero,a point which was reached at 
abcut 5 o’clock yesterday morning, when most 
New-Yorkers were snoozing between warm 
blankets. It did ita best by building up a rush- 
ing trade in overcoats and coal, and dealers in 
those two commodities were made quite happy 
fer a time. 

Early risers yesterday found an official tem- 
perature of 14° above zero, and an unofficial 
temperature ns registercd by thermometers not 
official in habits and character from 8° to 12° 
It was cold encugh to make the heaviest wraps 
and gloves feel comfortable to all who moved 


about before noon, for at that hour the ther- 
mometer was away below the freezing point, 
registering in the Signal Oflice bere 21° above 
zero. 

The cold wave, which came here from the 
Northwest last Tuesday, still seems to havea 
fondness for the Northwest, for at Fort Buford, 
Dakota, the mercury was jammed down in ther- 
mometrical tubes until it rested at a point 
which meant 18° below zero. That was the 
coldest pointin this country so far as official 
records go. East of the Mississippi River the 
coldest weather reported was at Northfield, 
where 4° below was the point. The frost line 
extended south to Atlanta, Ga., where the ther- 
yometer registered exactly 32°. Snow was 
jailing yesterday in the upper lake region, aud 
there was rain in the Southwestern States. But 
down in Gaiveston and Corpus Christi, Texas, 
peopls were roaming sbout in linen dusters and 
wearing white Imets, for the thermometer 
ac¢wn there registered 62°, a good Summer tem- 
perature, Early visitors to Florida found light 
everceats quite comfortable while roaming 
abont in the orange groves, for at Jackson- 
ville the thermometer marked but 44° above 
the dreaded zero point, which made that ex- 
treme Southern point 4° cooler than it was in 
New-Orleans, 6° cooler than at the far-away San 
Francisco, and but 6° warmer than it was at the 
still further away and remote Portland, Oregon, 
where 38° above zero was the lowest poiut 
touched yesterday. Buffalo and Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, both had the same kind of cold weatner 
that New-York had this morning, the necord 
being 12° above zero, and Boston and Albany 
bad it 4° cooler. It was cool enough in Washing- 
ton to make the self-registering thermometers 
yoark 18% In Oswego, N. Y., the thermometer 
told a story of cold that sent the mercury 
witbin 3° of the zero mark, and it was but 
1° warmer in Portland. Me. The scientific 
people in the Signal Service say it is 20° below 
the normal in New-York and New-England. 
Practical, every-day people think it 20° colder 
than there is any .real necessity for its being, 
if their comfort were considered. 

1t 18 really quite comfortable about here when 
the condition of affairs up in Canada is con- 
sidered, however. At Montreal the zero point 
was reached at 7 o’clock yesterday morning, at 
Quebec it was 6° below zero, but further north, 
at Father Point, it was only 2° below zero, 
Rockiiffe, Canada, ran a close race with Fort 
Buford for the culdest weather on record for the 
ricrning. Rocklitfe’s record was but 14° below 
zero, however, and so the United States carried 
ott the 7 o’clock prize for extreme cold yes- 
terday. 

November was not much of sa month for cold 
weather in this vicinity, however, for the mean 
temperature here, according to Signal Office 
ficnres, was 43.7°. The warmest day was the 
261b, when 67.4° was registered, and the coldest 
was 22.7°, the record for the last day of the 
zoonth. 

During the afternoon the mercury took a rise 
and reached 28° above zero before the usual 
pizht cool air affected it. At midnight it stood 
at 24°. Reports coming in to the signal officeon 
the Equitable Building showed warmer temper- 
ature all over except on the northern line of the 
tates, where the mercury ranged from 12° 
above to 3° below the zero mark.

substituted for the live topic advertised a ser- 
yoon upon the Greek word “ Euporistikos.” His

The County General Committee of the 
United Labor Party met last evening at Claren- 
don Hall, but hardly one-half the number of the 
delegates were present.

Their suspicion was 
aroused only yesterday morniug by a report 
from Station L that Driver Forsyth had 
found in the feed bag of his horses, 
some torn-up envelopes with marks of 
addresses upon the scraps. He had found 
them on Wednesday evening, and had shown 
them tosome of his compfinions. Taylor assert- 
ed that the scraps were bis, or rather that they 
were part of a letter belonging to him which he 
had thrown away. Inspector Booth went to the 
station tu investigate. He had Taylor take him 
to his room, in One Hundred and Twenty-fifth- 
sireet, opposite the station, to explain matters. 
In the room the Inspector discovered the torn 
remnants of other letters. The young man said 
that he knew nothing about the scraps. Inspect- 
or Booth found two sheets of an undestroyed 
letter on Taylor’s bed. He showed it to Taytor, 
and of this also Taylor disclaimed all knowl- 
edge. But the Inspector caught the youthful 
Englishman napping there, for, ou the back of 
one of the sheets were some scrawls in Taylor's 
own writing, One of the scrawis read: “ Old 
Giblets, I take the cake. We are the stuff.” 

Inspector Booth smiled grimly on ** Young 
Giblets,” and took him down to Inspector Dos- 
ser’s private office in the Post Office Building, 
where Mr. Dosser, as a gentle father confessor, 
and Superintendent Richards, as a cruel agent of 
the Inquisition, workedfby turns on the progres- 
sive young Englishman. They were particu- 
larly anxious to find out how the youngster had 
managed to get at the mails. He, as a driver, 
was notadirect emplore of the Post Office De- 
partment. He was only an agent of the con- 
tractor, who bargains to transport the mails 
from station to station, and the mail that was 
daily put in his care was always locked up 
in bags when put in his big wagon, 50 
that there seemed little chance of his get- 
ting at it en route. Taylor explained that 
it was his habit at each station to make some 
excuse to get within the office, to wash his 
hands, to warm his feet, or to do some other 
thing; and then, in passing through the office, 
he would snatch such letters as he could from 
the sorting tables. He suoceeded in getting 
some very valuable packages. Some contained 
lottery tickets, others sums of money, and others 
checks and draits. How much he realized in 
solid eash he could not teli. Of checks and 
drafts he got in alisome 20. Most were payable 
at the Mount Morris Bank. One was for $2,011, 
and another for $125. Taylordid not dare at- 
tempt to realize on any of these. 

After he had confessed fully to his thefts he 
was taken befere Commissioner Shields, who 
committed him for the Grand Jury. Taylor 
says he has no friends in this country. The pun- 
ishment is between one and five years’ imprison- 
ment.

a codification and revision of the national bank 
laws, to be submitted to Congress. He will send 
it to that body with a letter explaining the 
The most important modifications of 
law are given below: : 

“Section 33 provides against such a consti- 
tution of the Board of Directors as makes the 
officers of the bank a majority of the board. 

“ Section 42 incorporates into the oath which 
Directors are required to take an obligation to 
inform themselves at all times as to the busi- 
ness and condition of the association. This ad- 
dition to the law is, in my judgment, necessary, 
because in a recent case submitted to the courts 
ithas been deciaed that Directors who do not 
keep themselves informed as to the business of 
their association cannot be held responsible for 
the mismanagement of its affairs. 

“Section 51 forbids the organization of 
national banks with branches. 

“Sections 67 to 71, inclusive, provide a meth- 
od by which the stockholders of national banks 


may substitute for their contingent liability a 
surplus fund to be held by the bank. 

“Section 75. divides the banks into two 
classes—those with a capital of $250,000 and 
Jess, aud those of which the capital exceeds 


| $250,000—and reduces the amount to be depos- 


ited by the smaller banks from one-fourth to 
one-tenth of their capital, and that to be depos- 
ited by the larger banks from $50,000 to 
$25,000. The reason for the change is 
that the bond requirement 16 a serious 
impediment to “the absorption into the 
national banking system of the State 
banks, which are still numerous in those sec- 
tions which were more or less excluded from 
early participation in the privileges of the acts 
of 1363 and 1864; anditis also an impediment 
to the formation of new banks of large capital. 
While the change will cause some banks to 
withdraw a portion of their bonds, it may be 
reasonably expected that the deposit 
of bonds made by new banks and 
banks increasing their capital will off- 
set such withdrawals to some extent. 
The danger of a spasmodic contraction of the 
national bank circulation is obviated by the re- 
tention of the clause in section 9 of the act of 
July 12, 1882, which provides that no more 
than $3,000,000 of lawful mouey shall be de- 
posited in any one calendar month for the pur- 
pose of withdrawing such circulation, but there 
seems no reason to retain the other clause of 
that section, which prohibits banks that have 
reduced circulation from again increasing it 
until after an interval of six months. 

“Section 98 modifies the existing law as to 
national bank notes so as to permit them to be 
counted asa part of the casb receipts of the 
banks. 

“Section 115 extends to the entire national 
bank circulation the provision in section 6, act 
of July 12, 1882, which reserves to the United 
States whatever protit arises from the failure to 
redeem the notes of banks extending their cor- 
porate existence, and in this connection it 
should be observed that the other provisions in 
section 6 of that act are omitted from this code, 
The omitted clauses provide that the circulating 
notes of extended banks shall be retired, and 
that notes of a different and readily distinguisha- 
ble design shall be isaued in place of them. 
it seems to have been intended that the notes of 
new design, now known as the series of 1882, 
should be issued only to banks extending their 
period of succession, whereas it appears that all 
banks that have been organized since the passage 
of the act in question have received notes of the 
series of 1882, and therefore the distinction has 
now been lost, which was presumably intended 
to be preserved, between the circulation of ex- 
tended banks and of those still operated under 
their original certificates of organization. It is 
impracticable at this late day to re-establish 
this distinction, because of 2,263 banks issuing 
notes of the series of 1882, only 1,217 nave been 
extended. It is considered no departure from 
existing law, and no infringement upon the 
rights which any bank can establish or enjoy, to 
embody in acode framed for continuous appli- 
cation to a permanent system the distinct pro- 
vision that all uncalled-for moneys in the vari- 
ous redemption funds shall ultimately belong to 
the United States, while it is a distinct gain to 
get rid of the obligation to keep up an unneces- 
sary and confusing distinction between circulat- 
ing notes issued by banks organized prior to 
July 12, 1882, but not yet extended, and those 
issued by banks organized or extended after 
that date. 


“Sections 134 and135 preserve all existing 
provisions as to reserve, except that which 
allows the 5 per cent. fund in the bands of the 
‘Treasurer of the United States for the redemp- 
tion of circulating notes to be counted as a part 
of the lawful money reserve against deposits. 
It seems barely possible that the intention of 
section 3, act of June 20, 1874, in this regard, 
may have been misapprehended, but in any case 
itis anomalous in law and practice to count as 
part of the reserve ayainst the deposits a fund 
wholly devoted to the redemption of circulation 
and not to any, even the least extent, available 
for paying depositors. 

‘Section 136 relieves banks of the obligation 
of keeping a cash reserve against Government 
deposits. The existing statute requires a reserve 
on all deposits, and its language admits of no 
exception, but it is probable that this was not 
meant to include deposits of public money, be- 
cause the Secretary of the Treasury is author- 
ized by law to determine, in his own discretion, 
the security for and the regulations applicable 
to such deposits. 

“Sections 147 to 150, inclusive, contain what 
is believed to be a very salutary check upon the 
managers of national banks in respect to invest- 
luents in real estate securities. It should not be 
overlooked thatin some sections of the country 
& very large amount of active capital is always 
seeking employment in real éstate securities, 
which tends to make such securities especially 
convertible, and it is no doubt difficult for the 
banks situated in these localities to keep them- 
selves entirely free from this business. To meet 
these cases, section 148 has been framed in such 
a way as to afford to auch banks an opportunity 
to accommodate their custemers and promote 
the general business around them without too 
much risk of becoming embarrassed with locked- 
up funds. 


“Section 153 provides a penalty for making 
loans contrary to law. Heretofore, the only 
penalty attaching tu a violation of such re- 
straints was the, forfeiture of the franchise of 
the bank and the dissolution of the corporation— 
@ punishment quite out of proportion to the of- 
fense, except under circumstances of conceal- 
ment and aggravation rarely occurring, and 
still more rarely discoveredgbefore the failure of 
the bank renders the penalty superfluoua. 

“Section 161 embodies, with slight modifica- 
tions, the prohibition contained in section 5,208 
of the Revised Statutes against certifyingchecks 
not drawn against actual movey. I respect- 
fully submit that it would be well to strike this 
provision out of the law altogether, because ex- 
perience shows that it has failed to prevent the 
practice of certifying checks representing stock 
operations, against which it 1s understood to 
have been aimed, while it has excluded national 
banks from very valuable business, which State 
institutions, which are not subject to the same 
prohibitien, carry on free from the wholesome 
supervision to which national banks are sub- 
jected. If, however, the provision is to be re- 
tainedin the law, I earnestly recommend the 
aaoption of the modification herein submitted 
80 asto relieve from its operation legitimate, 
and well-recognized inethods of accommodation 
that materially facilitate the commercial busi- 
ness of the country. 

** Section 163 embodiesthe present usury law, 
except that it permits of special contracts as to 
rate of interest in the States and Territories, 
where no nsury law exists. In this connection, 
I make bold to say that in my juagment it 
would be a decidea step toward emancipatingin- 
dustry from the trammels of antiquated notions 
of Gevernmental guidance to omit from this 
code all reference to usury and to leave only a 
provision fixing the rate of interest in the 
ubsence of special stipulation betwen lender and 
borrower. No one ofexperience can doubt that 
money would be cheaper and more accessible to 
all borrowers if there were no usury laws in 
force anywhere in the United States, 

“Sections 179 and 180 relieve banksof the 
obligation to pay fees for preliminary examina- 
tion, and provide for these fees and the expenses 
of special examinations being paia out of such 
appropriation as Congress may meke for that 
purpose, The advantages to be secured way be 
briefly stated as follows: Banks may be exam- 
ined at any potnt of time between the dates of 
ordibary examinations, without exciting alarm 
in the connmunity, and without retiecting upon 
the management of the bank. The visits of a 
supervisiug examiner will afford to the banks, 
especially tboae in remote localities, a pretec- 
tion which they cannot now receive against 
arbitrary or otherwise improper conduct on the 
part of the local examiner, and will aiso protect 
both the bauks and the public against injury 
in case the local examiner proves to be inatten- 
tive, incompetent, or corrupt. 

Section 217 amends the provision as to a 
semi-annual tax upon circulation by relieving 
banks from the tax on so much of their circula- 
tion as is predicuted upon the minimum deposit 
of bonds required by law. While for more than 
one reason it may be well to tax circulation 
voluntarily taken out and maintained, neither 
reason nor justice appears to justify a tax on 
circulation represented by a compulsory deposit 
of bonds. 

Section 223 re-enaets section 5,219 of the 
Revised Statutes, with a change of phraseolegy 
aimed at securing to national banks adequate 
protection against such State and municipal as- 
sessment and taxation as places them at a dis- 
advantage in competition with corporations 
which are doing the same business, but which 
call their operations by special names. 


Speaker Carlisle and Mr. Randall have at last 
met.

Standing was reached. Mr. Carlisle afterward 
called upon the President, and later in 
the day Mr. Randall went to the 
White House for the first time since his arrival 
in the city. He did not see the President, how- 
éver, a8 he was out riding with Secretary of 
State Cook, of New-York. Mr. Randail will try 
again to-morrow. Some of his friends are 
already intimating that he will prove less ob- 
structive tian heretofore; that he has been tak- 
ing to heart the lesson suggested by the unanim- 
ity of all the representatives here on tariff re- 
auction, and thus he is preparing to make the 
best face possible over the Corn of affirm- 
ative action on a reduction bill. 


When the gavel falls for the opening of the 
Senate of the Fiftieth Congress on Monday next 
just 50 Senators will be entitled to vote on any 


question whieh may arise before the new mem- 
bers and those who begin a new term are sworn 
into office. Twenty-five of these qualified Sena- 
tors will be Republicans, among whom is classed 
Mr. Riddleberger, and an equal number will be 
Democrats. In this fact Hes the possibility of 
considerable friction and delay in the final or- 
ganization of the Senate. The Democratic Sen- 
ators evidentiy expect trouble over 
the seating of Mr. Turpie, of Indiana, 
and they are doing what they can to prepare for 
it. The protest of the Indiana Republican leg- 
islators against the seating of Mr. Turpie is now 
in the hands of the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections, and Chairman Hoar’s delight in pick- 
ing flaws in Democratic credentials is likely to 
prompt him to take advantage of the opportu- 
nity to make trouble. If he does, it will be éasy 
enough to stir up bad blood. The Democrats 
are bothered to some extent by the fact that 
Mr. Turpie’s pame is the last on the alpha- 
betical list of Senators to be sworn in, 
and unless the Republicans announce in ad- 
vance what they intend to do the Democrats 
will not Know whether or not to object to the 
swearing in of the others. If the question is 
raised ana party lines are drawn before any 
hew Senator takes the oath the Demo- 
erats can block any movement of the Ke- 
publicans by the recording of a tie vote. [f 
Mr. Riddleberger should choose to join them in 
the contest they can, by a majority of two, 
dictate any course they desire to the 
Republicans, until after the oath of office 
has been administered to the new-comers, 
including Mr. Turpie, and even after that, if 
Mr. Riddleberger continues with them, they can 
bring about a deadlock by a tie vote on any 
question, But if all the new Senators are 
sworn in in alphabetical order down to Turpie, 
the Republicans will have 39 votes, including 
Riddleberger’s, and the Democrats 36, thus 
enabling the Republicans to do as they please 
with Turpie and in all other matters without 
regard to Riddleberger’s attitude. 

The Virginia Senator’s position is one of great 
interest to both parties under these circum- 
stances, and some Senators on each side of the 
chamber are now regretting that their party 
has given Mr. Riddleberger the cold shoulder 
quite so often. Republicans realize that their 
treatment of the pugnacious Senator has not 
been of a kind to win his warm attachment, and 
Democrats are aware that they have made it far 
from easy for him to vote with them on any 
question. Nobody seems to be authorized to 
apeak positively as to what Mr. Riddleberger 
thinks should be done in the Turpie case, but it 
is asserted with some persistency that he is dis- 
posed to assist Mr. Turpie to the seat which 
he claims. If the Virginian's disposition is strong 
enough to carry his vote, Mr. Turpie and the 
Democrats will have plain sailing, and the work 
of the session can be taken up without delay or 
ill-feeling, The contest for the West Virginia 
seat, claimed by Messrs. Faulkner and Lucas, 
uttracts nothing like the attention given to the 
Turpie case, as, no matter whatthe result may 
be, the Senator will be a Democrat. Of the 11 
old Senators who begin new terms this year, 
7 are Republicans, including Aldrich, of Rhode 
Tsland; Dawes, of Massachusetts; Edmunds, of 
Vermont; Hawley, of Connecticut; Sawyer, of 
Wisconsin; Sherman, of Ohio, and Hale, of 
Maine. The four Democrats are Cockrell, of 
Missouri; George, of Mississippi; Gorman, of 
Maryland, and Gray of Delaware. The 15 new 
Senators include 7 Republicans and 8 Democrats, 


Secretary of State Fred Cook, of New-York, 
was on hand at 8 o'clock sharp this evening, 
when the reception tendered by the New-York 


State Democratic Association to bim and Dis- 
trict Attorney-elect John R. Fellows began in 
the Willard’s Hotel parlors. Col. Fellows was 
not present. He sent word, it was said, that the 
proceedings in the Sharp case made neces- 
sary by the decision of the Court of 
Appeals made it impossible for him to 
leave New-York to-day, and that he would come 
down to-morrow morning to greet bis friends, 
Mr. Cook found a great throng ready to shake 
his hand and say pleasant things about his suc- 
cess in last month’s election, and from that time 
on to the close of the reception at 11 o’clock he 
Was given little chance to rest. Members of the 
Reception Committee of the association intro- 
duced their guests to Mr. Cookin thecentral par- 
lor, which was crowdedall the evening. Overone 
of the entrances to the parlor hung a large por- 
trait of President Cleveland, with American 
flags tastefully arranged on either side. Over 
the opposite doorway was suspended a crayon 
picture of ex-Senator Daniel Manning, also sur- 
rounded with flags. Over a third entrance 
was a portrait of Andrew Juckson, ac- 
companied by an autograph note signed by 
“Old Hickory.” Resting upon one of the 
marble manteis was a crayon of Gov. David B. 
Hill in a neat gilt frame, but unaccompanied by 
flag, flower, or plant. Beneath another mantel 
were groujed handsome ferns, palms, and potted 
plants, and over and through them appeared a 
capital portrait in a frame of heavy gilt of Pri- 
vate Secretary Daniei 8. Lamont. In the wide 
corridor an_ orchestra played at frequen’ 
intervals during the evening. In the long din- 
ing room opposite the parlors were tables loaded 
with eatables, and other tables holding big 
punch bowls, which the attendants tried hard to 
keep filled, and which a constant stream of 
guests were determined to empty. Mr. Cook 
met a great many persons whom he knew 
and @ great many with whom he had not 
been previously acquainted.

man Heard, of Missouri; ex-Gov. Curtin, of

THE JEWELERS’ TRIUMPHS 


FEASTING AMID EVIDENUVUES 
OF THEIR HANDIWORK. 
ADDRESSES BY DR. WARREN, GEN. SHER- 

MAN, WILLIAM WALTER PHELPS, 
CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW, AND OTHERS. 
Nobody who has had the felicity of seeing 
Neptune clasping the goddess of fire, or a par- 
ticularly handsome young woman whois sup- 
posed to represent that element,by the hand in a 
manner that evinces the extremity of cordiality 
on the part of the old sea dog can help envying 
him. This feeling of envy might, probably 
would, in fact, cause a rupture between 
Neptune and some of his admirers if 
the young woman emblematic of fire 
were not made of unfeeling, but valuable 


metal, yelept silver. She standsin a posture 
that could only be imitated by a youny person 
who had devoted her life to poising, but it must 
be admitted that inability to poise Neptune is 
her equal.

steam is a neceasity.” The figures are the most 
attractive features of a wonderful bit of the 
silverworker’s art, and this bit of art occupied 
the centre of the central table at the thirteenth 
annual dinner of the New-York Jewelers’ Asso- 
ciation. 

This dinner was one of those affairs that fill 
men who have not attended them with regret. 
It was held at Delmounico’s, and the association 
and its guests were advertised to fall to 
at 6:30 last evening. That they were 
30 or more minutes late is due to the 
fact that they were not expected home 
until morning. The association and its 
guests required six tables, and these tablesjwerse 
decorated in a style that would have made peo- 
ple who were not members of the assoctation 
open their eyes. There was more silver in 
sight than would have satistied any wint 
in the country for a week. The splen- 
did steam yacht upon which the Goddess 
of tire and Neptune were poised was valued at 
$10,000. A wonderful punch bowl, big enough 
for a baby’s bath tub, was valued at $4,000, and 
had it been rated higher the price would not 
have caused astonishment. Punch drank out of 
this bowl was never known to enlarge the head. 
A small jug could not have been bought for leas 
than $800, yet last night contained ice water. 
The value of a huge silver shell, which was 
piled high with fruit, was $1,800. Al- 
together, the silver service used at the 
dinner was worth about $20,000. Yet 
none of the jewelers showed symptoms 
of undue pride. They were nov entirely satisfied 
with silver alone, of Gourse. The dinner could 
be equaled, but to surpass it would give Deli- 
monico and his chefs a lot of trouble. The 
good things of life were eaten in an atmosphere 
perfumed with music and flowers. It came to 
an end. asall dinners will, and when the end 
came everybody wasin perfect condition to ap- 
preciate and applaud the good things of an in- 
tellectual character provided fur thew. 

The guests of the evening were people of 
prominence. Alfred H. Smith, President of the 
association, sat at the centre of the table at 
which the stars were placed. At this table sat 
Gen. Williain T. Sherman, Chauncey M. Depew, 
Robert B. Roosevelt, Noah Brooks, Noah Davis, 
Mayor Abram S. Hewitt, William Walter Phelps, 
De Lancey Nicoll, all of whom are, of course, 
well known to New-Yorkers, and two compara- 
tive strangers, Major John ©. Kinney and the 
Rev. E.Walpole Warren. The former was the sig- 
nal officer on Admiral Farragut’s flagship during 
the operation of Farragut’s squadron on Mobile 
Bay. Mr. Warren is the Englishman who was 
secured as Pastor of Holy Trinity Church, and 
who arrived here tofind that an attempt had 
been made to keep him out of the country under 
the “Contract Labor act.” Mr. Warren”® was 
down on the programme for a speech last nighr, 
and after he made it there was nota jeweler at 
the dinner who would not have voted that he 
was just the sort of man this country wanted. 

Not less than 125 gentlemen sat down to din- 
ner, and among these were C. L. Tiffany, Gen. 
George H. Ford, A. K. Sioan, B, H. Knapp, 
George Wilson, Henry Hayes, T. M. Avery, of 
Chicago; George Green, Dr. Stockton, W. 4H. 
Vogell, Logan C. Murray, Amos F. Eno, 
George 8 Wickham, ‘T. G. Dillon, J. 
Senior, E. A. Newell, F. C. Halsey, Newark; 
George M. Hard, J. W. Beacham, C. F. Morrill, 
Appleton Smith, J. P. Snow, H.C. Ostrander, W. 
A. Brown, Evgene G. Miller, A. O. Headley, 
George H. Richards, Jr., R. M. Hyde, W. H. Cur- 
tis, Nicholas Geoffrey, R. C. Black, Frank R. Sim- 
mons, J. B. Bowden, W. C. Kimbail, Harrison B. 
Smith, J. C. Mount, N. H. White, and D. F. T. 
Foshay. 

When the jewelers selected among the speak- 
ers of theevening Chauncey M.Depew,Gen. Sher- 
man, William Walter Phelps, Mr. Warren, and 
Major Kinney tbey made no mistake. The first 
speech of the evening was made by President 
Smith. It dealt largely in congratulation and 
naturally was applauded. Every man rose to 
his feetand drained his glass when President 
Smith proposed as a toast “ The President of 
the United States.” 

Mr. Phelps responded to “The American 
Union; its relation to the nations of the world,” 
For 15 minutes he skillfully evaded his subject 
and devoted nis attention to the junior member 
of the jewelry firm of Dominick & Haff. As Mr. 
Haff and Mr. Phelps live at Englewood, N. J., it 
was taken for granted that all the speaker said 
about Mr. Haff was true, and as most of what 
he said related to Mr. Haft’s unsuccessful 
attempts to become 32 _ Dbenedict, his 
revelations created the wildest sort of 
laughter. The association, Mr. Phelps 
said, had been kind enough to give him the 
world, while his friends, Depew, Davis, Hewitt, 
and others with a low worldly ambition, wanted 
it. The jewelers shouted, and they shouted 
again when Mr. Phelps assured them that 
he did -not want it, not the whole world. 
He was sorry that he had not been con- 
fined to a discussion to America’s relations to 
just afew of the nations of the world instead 
of to all of them, for then he could have talked 
about Ireland. This sentiment created another 
outburst. When the Irishman had learned, from 
the example of long-suffering Americans, of the 
value of patience, he would discover that pub- 
lic opinion was of greater value to him than 
dynamite. Mr. Phelps finished with a thought- 
ful review of the situation in Ireland, apparent- 
ly tas all about the other nations of the 
world, 

Mr. Warren said he wondered, when he re- 
ceived his invitation, of what possible use he 
could be made atadinner of jewelers. While 
unsatisfied on this point he had accepted the in- 
vitation. It occurred to him that it might be 
—— in time to make péw-holders in Holy 

rinity Church of the Jewelers’ Association. He 
was a comparative stranger, and could. not 
allow any chances of advancing the cause 
he championed to escape. He supposed, 
on account of the peculiar character of his re- 
ception in America, that he might have been 
invited on account of his title of “D.C. L.”— 
Distinguished Contract Laborer—and would be 
permitted to represent labor. The reverend 
gentleman was given a hearty round of ap- 
piause, every man laughing as he applauded, 
and from that moment Dr. Warren and his 
listeners were on the best of terms. For two 
months, he said, he had enjoyed a measure of 
liberty which people on the other side of the 
ocean eften longed for, and when, in speaking of 
the best points of American institutions and in 
contrasting America with other countries, he 
spoke of America as “‘our ceuntry,” he swept 
away every trace of prejudice that may have 
been entertained against a stranger who had 
come here on the invitation of people who were 
almost strangers to him, but of whose good faith 
he had not a doubt, 

Everybody knew who was to respond to the 
next toast, “The Army and Navy,” und even be- 
fore Gen. Sherman’s name was mentioned by 
the President the company rose to their feet 
and cheered enthusiastically. Ther the band 
played “Marching througn Georgia’ us the 
General bashfully bowed his thanks for his 
reception, and the cheering was renewed again 
and again. None of the speakers—even Mr. 
Depew—xgot such a welcome as Gen. Sherman. 
His theme was congenial. though, as he re- 
marked, it was novel, since he had not spoken 
upon it more than three or four hundred 
times. He spent ‘a little time, as usuul, 
in deploring the smallness of our 
army and navy, holding that the army 
ought to be at least 40,000 strong, and our 
navy of sufficient size to vie with the navies of 
the other great powers. In order that his hear- 
ers might take kindly to this idea, the General 
reminded them that the army had done more 
to extend the market for jewelry than any 
agency in the country, for it was by the army 
that the extension of civilization westward had 
been secured. Jewelers, ne said, wished for 
peace and safety, so that people could enjoy in 
cemfort their possessions, aud every opportun- 
ity for the spread of commerce; therefore he 
desired to see uncer the control of the 
President such a wilitary force as could 
put down anarchy and riot, and such 
& naval force as could guard our merchant ves- 
sels, and make their voyages free from appre- 
hension of hostile attacks, It seemed to him 
that some of the surplus in the United States 
Treasury might be as profitably spent upon the 
aimy and navy as in any way of which he 
couid think, “The American Army and Navy 
should be commensurate with our institutions, 
and I believe that every good citizen from New- 
York to San Francisco will say *‘ Amen’ to that 
sentiment.” If hearty applause means Amen, 
everyone said it then and there, and the General 
sat down will a gratified smile. 

The words “commereial intercourse” are not 
in themselves especially hilarious, but the mo- 
went the President spoke them everybody be- 
gan to laugh as loud as they could, for they 
knew that the great treat of the evening was 
coming, and they were not disappointed. Said 
Mr. Depew: “I was here lastnight, but [ will 
not be here to-morrow night; for I dined here 
with the Scotebmen and ate haggis. I don’t 
know what haggis is, but when I awoke this 
morning wy stomach felt as though it was full 
of a mixture of pounded glass and aquafortis; 
and, if [ can survive Mr. Phelps’s bursts of mod- 
esty ana eloquence, I shallsleep to-morrow night. 
My friend Phelps said he did not want the earth; 
but he bas conquered New-Jersey, and, looking 
beyond that foreign Jand,in this festive oom- 

any, where not an Irishman is to be seen, he 

as made a bid for the Irish vote with which 
it is hopeless for me or avy one else 
to compete, and which impels the irresistidie 
conviction in my mind that he entertains the 
idea that among the dark horses the Presidential 
lightning may strike New-Jersey. His etfort 
makes me fairly greeu with envy.” 

When the laughter and applause which this 


j 
hit called ovt had subsided, Mr. Depew proceed- 


ed to refute the impression that only in the 
effete dynasties of the Old World, where mon- 
archs and Courts flourished, could jew- 
elers amass wealth. ‘Where now were 
the gems which had graced the_ fair 
forms of Marie Antoinette and Mme. de Main- 
tenon? On the necks and arms of sttll fairer 
Americans. It takes Republicans to like jewelry, 
and Democrats are not far behind. Our friend 
De Lancey Nicoll knows that our municipal 
legislators delight in diamonda.” 

Having been jocose for a while, Mr. Depew be- 
came serious and discussed the advantages of 
such associations as the one to which his hearers 
belonged. ‘They were an education in citizen- 
ship, he said; they tanght thelr mem- 
bera to consider grave questions of currency, 
tariff and the laws of trade; widened their 
views and caused them to sink mere individual 
interests for the common good. But, whether 
associated or segregated, nobody could 
ever forget jewelers, for with them were 
identified the two most eventful occurrences 
of @ young man’s life—the purchase of his 
engagement ring and of his first watch and chain. 
Their prosperity was a sign of the general pros- 
perity of the county; s0 everyone must rejoice 
to see it, and hope it will become greater and 
greater. 

At all the great publicdinners this season 
Mayor Hewitt seems to have been foreordained 
to follow Mr. Depew, and when be began his re- 
sponse to “ New-York City, the Metropolitan 
Centre of our Country,” he pleasantly alluded 
to the fact, and also to the fact that he was 
proud to be the Mayor of a Metropolitan centre, 
though he did not know what a Metropolitan 
centre meant. The Mayor takes atock in jewel- 
ers, because he believes thatthey ate equalizers 
of wealth. Rich men spend money on them, and 
the money goes again to the artisans and 
becomes diffused, He thinks that wealth is of 
itself a promoter of civilization, for there is 
never wealth without a patronage of the arts, 
and such patronage makes people benevolent. 
The manufacture of jewelry could not flourish 
except in a rich and prosperous country. 

R. B. Roosevelt responded to the teast, ‘ Lux- 
uries, Recreations, and Amusements;” Noah 
Davis denounced Anarchy and advocated 
amendments to the immigration laws which 
should keep Anarchists out, and De Lancey 
Nicoll, who was accorded a hearty welcome, re- 
sponded to “The Constitution and the Law— 
Liberty, but not Licence; Restraint, but not 
Tyranny.”

A REIGN OF TERROR I1N ARKANSAS. 
MemMPHis, Tenn., Dec. 1.—A reign of ter- 
ror prevails in Cat Island, in Crittenden County, 
Ark., some 25 miles below Memphis on the 
Mississippi River. Martin Thomas and Joe 
Hamlett, two residents of that neighborhood, 


arrived in Memphis this evening, and brought 
intelligence of an aftray which occurred this 
morning between whites and negroes, which re- 
suited in the killing of two negroes and the wound- 
ing of several others. The origin of the affray 
grew out of the arrest of some negroes, who it is 
alleged insulted some white women yesterday. 
They were to be tried this morning before a 
uegro Justice of the Peace. Their act had 
aroused the indignation of the whites, ana about 
a dozen each of both races met this forenoon at 
a preliminary investigation of the colored mag- 
istrate. As to who started the row, nething can 
“be tearned, but in the rhooting that fol- 
lowed both tbe negroes under arrest 
were killed and two or three others 
of their friends were wounded. The negroes 
fied, but, after arming themselves, prepared to 
return to the scene of the conflict. They fired at 
Thomas and Hamlett, who werein a skiff, and 
when last seen they were going in the direction 
of where their companions had been killed. The 
negroes on Cat Island outnumber the whites 
ten to one, and serious trouble is anticipated.

MURDERER OF DR. DUGGAN 


4 SINGULAR LAPSE OF MEM- 
ORY ALLEGED. 
SOMETHING GOT INTO WEIDLER’S HEAD 
ALL CF A SUDDEN, AND THAT'S 

ALL HE KNOWS ABOUT IT. 

When the trial of George Weidler, the 
gouthful-looking murderer of Dr. E. H. Duggan 
was continued yesterday in the Sessions Court, 
Brooklyn, the prisoner's wife was put on the 
stand. She told a revolting story of Dr. Dug- 
gan’s conduct toward her on June 23, the day 
before he was killea. That night she told her 
“husband about it and he became greatly affected 
upon hearing her story and left the house, not 
returuing until 4 o’clock the following morning. 
He ieft howe again about 8 and returned at 10, 
when he tried to get a little sleep, but failed, 
and again wentout. Mrs.Weidlerdid not see him 
again. On cross-examination Mr. Ridgway con- 
tinued toconfuse the withess in somerespect. She 
was under examination for about two hours, 
and gave all her testimony in a studied manner 
that reminded one of a child repeating an im- 


“perfectly-studted lesson. She said that on one oc- 
casion, In a sudden fit of anger, her husband 
hed jumped from a second-story window, and in 
other ways showed sluns of an unbalanced 
mind. As Mrs. Weidler left the stand she flung 
her arme about her husband’s neck, kissed him, 
and eae 80 near fainting that she was led out 
of court in hysterics, 

Mrs. Weidler’s sister, Mrs. Annie Mahoney, 
corroborated the former’s story in every particu- 
lar, and swore that the prisoner had always 
acted insanely. There were half a dozen 
witnesses who swore that Weidler’s general 
ehuracter was of the best, and then the prisoner 
himself was put on the stand. 

He spoke very deliberately and seemed to be 
trying hard to remember something important. 
Like his wife, however, he did not make a very 
good impression. Weidler tola_ this story: 
“ When [ went home that night, June 23, I saw 
something was the matter with my wife and [ 
mado ner tell me what it was. When she got 
through I felt something jump upinto my head 
and everything got dark. I thought I was going 
to die, I was su dizzy and felt sofunny. I re- 
member going out, but I don’t know where or 
‘how long I staid away. Durine the next day I 
wandered about the atreets and meta friend 
named Ryan, and while with him on Driggs- 
street [saw Dr, Duggan get into his carriage at 
his home and drive away. That started the pain 
in wy head again and I broke away from Ryan and 
ran efter the carriage. I saw it turn down Tay- 
jor-street and caught it in front of a house in 
Taylorstreer Tas the coachman bow long 
before the doctor would be out, and the next 
‘thme I remember he opened the doer and walked 
down the steps. [ went up to him and he 
‘pushed me aside, cursing at me. I don’t remen- 

r that [shot him, as I didn’t know anythi 
until my friend Ryan cauzht me by the arm un 
said, ‘My Goad, George, why did you shoot him?” 

Weidler said be did not remember anything 
that occurred at the station house except that 
when the Sergeant asked him why he shot Dr. 
Duggan he said family troubles. About six 
years ago he had sutfered for eight months with 
Toslariai fever, and ever since that time he had 
had strange mental disturbances. He arnep haveere 
went for 24 hours unconscious of his surround- 
ings—at least on the following day he could not 
recall any of his actions of the former. When he 
Was 14 years old he was hit on the head with a 
sandbag and was laid up for three montha 

Weidler retold his story in cross-examination 
without making any glaring contradictions. 

In rebuttal Police Captain Brennan and De- 
tective Roiland contradicted Weidier in regard 
to his statements after his arrest, asserting that 
he denied the existence of any criminal relation 
between his wife and Dr. Duggan. The detect- 
ive said that Mrs. Weidler told him that Dr. 
Duggan had always acted toward her as a gen- 
tleman should.

THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE NOT UN- 
CERTAIN IN ITS DECISION. 


The Chamber of Commerce settled down 
to avery peaceful meeting yesterday, in marked 
contrast to the one preceding it. On motion of 
Q. B. Potter it was decided to discharge the ex- 
isting comwwittee for the constitutional centen- 
nia! celebration, and to appoint in its place a 
committee of five, to co-operate with the gen- 
eral committee of citizens, presided over by the 


or. Jackson 8. Schultz, L.-B. Babcock, J. 
M. Fiek, O. B. Potter, and Erastus Wiman will 
represent the Chanber. 

F. B. Thurber; Chairman of the special com- 
mittee en commercial union with Canada, sub- 
mitted, as a preliminary report, a preambie 
briefly reviewing the advantages of union, and 
these resolutions: 


Resolved, That this Chamber does earnestly desire 
that all differences arisiug out of the fishery ques- 
tien, and all other differences, if any, existing be- 
tween the sald countries and Governments, may be 
Speedily and peaceably adjusted ou an enduring basis 
of mutual interest; at the same time it appears to us 
both reasonable and equitable that American fish- 
ay Bare ta should be accorded the same privileges 
in Cansdian ports that Canadian vessels are accorded 
in American —. ; 

Resolved, That this Chamber will welcome any ar- 

rangenient for enlarged commercial. relations be- 
tween Canadaand the Umited states, which shall 
seem to the two contracting parties fair and just, 
ana which may contribute to the settlement of the 
Question now under consideration. 
' Reso'ved, That any differeuces of opinion touching 
rights under existing treaties or public law, which 
‘may not be reconcilable after discussion, or be su- 
perscied by new arrangements mutually satisfac- 
tory, should be referred to triendly arbitration, after 
the example of the Geneva conference, both parties 
agreeing to be bound by the decision, 

Mr. Potter at first objected to the last para- 
gtaph, inasmuch as he thought it unwise to 
make pleigeg about uncertainties, but he 
finally withdrew his objection. Then Col. F. A. 
Conkiing tookit up, and, when the resolutions 
Were passed. cast the only vote agalust them. 
The report of the committee on the training ship 
St, Mary’s was accepted. It praises the school, 
and thus pays ite compliments to a land author- 
ity: ‘* Certuin members of the Board of Educa- 
tion year after year never miss an opportunity 
to show their hostility to the school, belittle its 
objects, and throw every obstacie in the way of 
its success.” 

The Chamber voted to indorse the Maritime 
Fxchange’s project to improve signals used at 
sea. Then letters were reau from the Mayor 
and Gen. Newton, stating that they were doing 
all 8 could by dose g up the streets.

| 78B ENVELOPE POOLS POWER. 


BUYING OUT THE LAST REMNANTS OF 
THE OPPOSITION. 

When the Standard Envelope Company, 
by which title the envelope manufacturers’ pool 
is known, was formed, about the 1st of July, it 
was supposed that it had little to fear from the 
few small manufacturers with old-fashioned 
machines still remaining outside the pool. 
While the prices prevailed which the ruinous 
competition of recent years had established 
there was no danger of competition from these, 
with their capacity of 500,000 a day; but when 


the pool put prices up 45 to 76 cents per 1,000 
npon No. 6 envelopes, the most ataple article in 
the trade, and from 5to 15 cents upon every- 
thing else except telegraph and Government 
envelopes, the owners aforesaid could well at- 
ford to do business at the increased prices, and at 
once began to tap the market for orders up to 
their stated capacity. 

This the manufacturers’ monopoly could not 
endure. The Reay Envelope Company,77 John- 
street, was the rival institution, and it owned 
the 22 machines Which were doing all the mis- 
chief. Yesterday the pool's representative per- 
fected the purchase of these machines at an 
unset price. Butit was necessary to do certain 
other things. The Reay Envelope Company had 
an established trade anda large quantity of 
manufactured stock. The machines could be re- 
placed very quickly and the Reay Company 
could go right along, if it so chose to do, man- 
ufacturing and selling, and defeat the intention 
of the peol in buying its machines. The pool 

. therefore bought the manufactured stoek at cost 
and effected a contract with the Reay Company 
by which the latter binds itseif not to gointo 
business again for five years. Thus the monop- 
et has been perfected. : 

here now remain outside of the pool only a 
few small manufucturers of specialties, such as 
fancy stationery, wedding aud invitation en- 
velopes, and the like, whose entire trade is of 
little comparative consequence to the general 
business. The capacity of the factories em- 
braced in the peol is about 20,000,000 envelopes 
per day. The consumption in the United States, 
including telegraph and Government envelopes, 
is about 9,000,000. There is an export trade of 
about 500,000, which, bowever, is rapidly on 
the increase. All the manufacturers pay trib- 
ute to the Standard Envelope Company at the 
rate of 5cents per 1,000 of the entire produc- 
tion of their factories, under a sort of tontine 
contract to forfeit the same to the company 
whenever they shall be convicted of underselling, 
Out of the fundithus accumulated the Standard 
Company pays the expenses of its management 
and invests the surplus for the benefit of the 
members, who share in the dividends according 
to the proportion which their contributions bear 
to the aggregate received. 

Only one cloud—as yet a little cloud—lowers 
about the house of the Standard Envelope Com- 
pany. Itis rumored that a London inventor has 
perfected a machine which has a capacity of 
producing 50,000 finished and gummed en- 
velopes per day, and which can he operated by 
agirL If this be true, the machinein question 
will do more work at less expense than any- 
thing so far invented, and it will be necessary 
either for the Standard Company to bny the 
American patent or take the buyer into the 
combine. 


A NEW BASEBALL LEAGUE. 


ORGANIZATION EFFECTED YESTERDAY-- 
OFFICERS AND DETAILS. 

The Central League of Professional Base- 
ball Clubs, composed of teams representing 
Newark, Jeraey City, Scranton, and Wilkes- 
barre, was organized in the Fifth-Avenue Hotel 
yesterday. The delegates present were John H. 
Shoemaker, J. W. Collins, and E. E. Bond, of 
Newark; John B. Day and P. J. Powers, of Jer- 
sey City; A. C. Campbell, of Wilkesbarre, and 
J.J. Flannagan, of Scranton. Before the new 
League was formed the Jersey City, Newark, 


Scranton, and Wilkesbarre delegates, represent- 
ing the International League, met, and that or- 
ganization was dissolved. This was done by 
the withdrawal of Newark, Scranton, and 
Wilkesbarre. Then the new League was formed 
by taking in the new Jersey City Club, of which 
President Day, of the New-Yorks, is at the head. 

The ofticers of the new League are: President 
—J. W. Collins, of Newark; Treasurer—A. C. 
Campbell. of Wilkesbarre; Secretary—J.C. Ken- 
nedy, of the New-York Sporting Times. 

Applications for membership were received 
from Danbury, Elmira, Binghamton, Allentown, 
Waterbury, and several other cities. None of 
these, however, were admitted yesterday. J. 
Howard Taylor made astrong appeal on benalf 
of the Danbury Club. It was resolved to have 
four additional clubs in the League. The Tersey 
City and Newark Ciubs will select the two in 
the Eastern section and the Wilkesbarre and 
Scranton Cluhbsthetwoin the West. The League 
will probably be completed by the admission of 
Danbury, Waterbury, Elmira, and Binghamton. 
The President, Treasurer, and Secretary were 
appointed a committee to draft « constitution, 
and Messrs. Powers and Kennedy to select the 
ball with which the League is to play.

LEFT BEHIND 10 DIX. 


A CHILD BURNED TO DEATHIN A TENE- 
MENT HOUSE FIRE. 

Dennis Smith, of 506 East Thirteenth- 
street, owns the double five-story tenement 
house 345 West Forty-third-street, whose con- 
struction is faulty, in that the stairs are tortu- 
ous and narrow. But for proper balcony fire 
escapes, which are continued to his house, 343 
West Forty-third-street, there would have been 
a shocking loss of life at 345 yeeterday morning. 
At 4:30 o’clock, when Jenny Meyer, servant for 
Samuel Simmonds, a tailor, who recently 
comes from Cortland Village, N. Y., rose 
to make a fire for breakfast, 57 persons—11 
men, 13 women, and 33 children—were In 
the house, Itis supposed that to hurry up the 
fire she used kerosene. At any rate she left the 


kitchen, giving an alarm, and in less than a 
minute flames were bursting out into the lower 
hall. At that time the air was biting, the ther- 
mometer being at 15°, and there was a brisk 
breeze from the north, so that the flames in the 
kitchen, which is on the north side of the east 
flut on the first floor of the house, were forced 
into the building. The stairs, halls, and cor- 
ridors had been newly painted and the tire, 
seizing on the stair shaft, went up stairs 
briskly. 

There was little confusion among the escaping 
inmates, but there was a great burry and dan- 
gerous exposure to the keen air. Three alarms 
were sounded, and at 5 o’clock 11 engines and 
4 hook and ladder companies were at work. Tho 
fire took a singular course, avoiding the west 
flats in the rear and the east flats in the front, 
and gutting the east flats in the rear and the 
west flats in the front, and sweeping away the 
stair abaft and the roof. x 

Abraham Jacobs, a stove gealer, his wife, 
servant, and four children, who occupied the 
third tieor, believed when they fled that their 
son, Joseph, 5 vears old, was withthem. But at 
5:30 o’clock, when control was had of the 
flames, the firemen heard that little Joseph 
Jacobs was missing. They ventured on the 
third floor, and found him dead and frightfully 
burned. He appeared to have rushea around 
the apartment after being left pehind and to 
have made a frautic effort to escape. His body 
was taken to the West Forty-seventh-street sta- 
tion house, 

At343 at 2 A. M., Mra. John Moran, sister of 
John Morrissey; Master Workman of District 
Assembly No. 126 of the Knights of Labor, be- 
came the mother of a boy. When the fire next 
door wus at its height she became apprehensive 
and was taken toa neighbor's by firemen, her 
husband having celebrated the advent of his 
eighth child so as to be unable to aid her. 

The fire was out at 7 o’clock. Both 343 and 
347 were water soaked, and the water thrown 
on 345 had frozen and inucased it in ice.

THE HUNGARIANS HELD. 

Coroner Sutton concluded his inqnest yes- 
terday at Sing Sing asto the manner in which 
the hackman,- John Muleonry, was shot by the 
Hungarians whom he was conveying from that 
village to Shaft No. 2 ofthe new Croton Aque- 
duct or Nov. 20. Detective Gustave Frank and 
Chief of Police Alonzo 8. McNeal testified to the 


trip over the route taken on Wednesday last 
with Andrew Uchrine and George Sabol, who 
described the manner in which Stephen Mac- 
suga, while careleasly firing his revolver, shot 
the hackman in the head, causing bis death. 
They also said that the back of Uchrine’s coat 
was spattered with blood, he having sat in the 
carriage with his back to the driver and facing 
Macsuga. . Deputy Sheriff Frank Schirmer, who 
is also jailer of White Plains Jail, corroborated 
the testimony of Detective Frank as to the con- 
fession of the men in the jail, and said that it 
was done voluntarily on their part and without 
any inducements being offered them by any- 
body. After hearing the testimony the jury 
rendered the following verdict: ‘*That John 
Mulconry came to his death on Sunday evening, 
Nov. 20, 1887, by a pistol-shot wound io the 
head, said shot having been fired by Stephen 
Macsuga, and that George Sabol and Andrew 
Uchrine were accessories.”

“GREEN GOODS” MEN BEWARE. 


INSPECTOR BYRNES WAGING WAR ON 
THEM. 

Four jauntily-attired young men were 
taken into the Jefferson Market Police Court 
yesterday by Central Office detectives and ar- 
raigned before Justice Gorman. The detectives 
explained to the magistrate that the prisoners, 
who gave their names and addresses as George 
Forrester, (known to the police as *‘ Joe” Little,) 
of 310 East Tenth-street; John Curley, 324 West 
Thirty-fourth-street; Patrick Ryan, 238 East 


Forty-sixth-street, and James MeNally, 322 
West Forty-eighth-street, were “green goods” 
ana * sawdust” swindlers, and had been arrested 
under the orders of Inspector Byrnes. The In- 
spector had determined either to drive the 
swindlers from the city or land them in State 
pede y The arrests were made under: section 

27 of the Penal Code, which was amended at 
the last session of the Legislature to cover this 
swindling business. The section makes it a 
felonv punishable by Imprisonment of not less 
than one year nor wore than five years for any 
person to write, print, or circulate in any way 
any writing offering for sale any counterfeit 
money, or what purports to be counterfeit 
money, whether called “green goods,” ‘green 
articles,” “queer coin,” “paper goois,” and 
the various other names used by the swin- 
dlers. It is also made a felony for 
anybody in prosecuting this nefarious business 
to use a fictitious name and address, and to send 
the fraudulent circulars through the mails, or to 
receive the answers thereto in a faise name and 
address. The circulars themselves shall be 
deemed presumptive proof of the fraudulent 
character of the scheme. 

The detectives said that the Inspector desired 
to have the men remanded until to-day, as there 
were many others engaged in the same business 
to be arrested. The prisoners were thereupon 
remanded until this afternoon.
